Dick and Karen Krieger signed their family-car agreements in Dad's office, a division 
headquarters of the lowa Highway Patrol, while Sergeant Krieger smiled approval 


I know what a father and mother go through 
when their children use the family car. Because 
I’m a highway patrolman and a father, I know 
perhaps even more uneasiness and tension. 

My children aren’t afraid, but I am. I saw 
three kids last week upstate. I helped lift the 
stretchers into an ambulance. You read about 
these things in the papers; I see them. 

Several weeks ago, to help avoid such possi- 
bilities in my family, I signed formal agree- 
ments with Dick and Karen, agreements spon- 
sored by:the Inter-Industry Highway Safety 
Committee. Similar agreement blanks and iden- 
tification cards may be obtained through your 
car dealer or will be mailed to you on request. 
Dick’s reads “A Man-to-Man Agreement.” 
Karen’s ““A Dad-to-Daughter Agreement.” 

In these similarly worded agreements and in 
return for my permission to drive our family 


car, the children pledge that they will follow 
eight principles of good driving. I don’t think 
you'll be able to read the type in the reproduc- 
tion at lower left; so let me brief the contents: 


Dick and Karen promised not to allow my car 
to be driven by anyone who had been drinking; 
not to show off with it; not to exceed city speed 
limits nor more than 50 on any highway; not to 
race; not to drive when sleepy; to obey all 
lights, signs, and other regulations; and to slow 
down and look both ways at all intersections 
Such agreements make sense to me; I hope 
they do to you. In many states you can get agree- 
ments and club cards at your dealer’s or through 
his association—such as our Iowa Automobile 
Dealer’s Association. If you can’t get them this 
way, then Better Homes & Gardens magazine will 
mail them free according to the offer below.

A friend of mine likes to tell the story of a policeman in 
his town, several times a father himself, who, called upon 
in an emergency to deliver a woman in labor, cried: “Gee, 
lady, does it really hurt so much?” 

It’s the inevitable masculine question. 

Only more so today than ever before. 

As this same storytelling friend of mine, himself a two- 
time campaigner, puts it dryly: “I wouldn’t want to be on 
the way to becoming a father today; I’d be utterly baffled.” 

Whether you’re an experienced father or an expectant 
one, you’ve probably been increasingly puzzled lately by all 
the controversy and confusion.

—at least somewhat. But— 

“Natural childbirth,’ you’ve been hearing recently and 
: repeatedly, “is wonderful. No drugs. Just relieve a woman’s 

fear, and she’s free of agony, and childbirth becomes the 

greatest thrill in her life.’”’ Or so you’ve heard. 

But now latest newspaper headlines say: ‘Natural Child- 
birth Method Argued.’ They even say: “Natural Child- 
birth Theory Held Myth.” 

Seeming to add more cold water—ice cold—is the report 
that when, finally, scientists put a pain meter, an actual meas- 
uring device, to work during childbirth, the meter hits the 
ceiling. 

And—on the pain-relieving front—there are now many 
anesthetics and analgesics. But you’ve probably heard it 
said: “It’s the baby who pays when you reward a woman 
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should know 
— Childbirth pain 


with painless childbirth.”” The payment: sometimes death; 
perhaps even mental damage 

Yet, confusing as all this may seem—if you do a little de- 
tective work, explore the pieces fully beyond the headline 
stage, and put them together—you can make sense, impor- 
tant sense. 

And if you’re an expectant father, you can go a long way 
toward making labor and delivery a joyful event for both 
your wife and yourself instead of one which your wife wants 
to forget and which you look upon as one of the most frus- 
trating moments of your life. 

We've been learning a little about pain recently—pain 
in general and in childbirth in particular. 

What is the ¢ruth about labor pain? 


Not long ago, 13 women about to have children volun- 
teered to be special guinea pigs. 

Scientists at Russell Sage Institute of Pathology, New 
York Hospital, and Cornell Medical College had developed 
an instrument to measure pain. The dolorimeter, as it’s 
called, is simply a small device for projecting heat rays of 
different intensities. 

Focus a definite amount of heat on an area of skin, and 
you produce a definite amount of pain. After many experi- 
ments, a regular scale of pain intensity had been set up in 
units called dols. And 101% dols had been determined to be 
the top of the scale—for even when you increase heat be- 
yond this point, the subject feels no greater pain. 

In the test, each woman, after each labor contraction, got 
a heat stimulus on the back of her hand for 3 seconds. If she 
reported that the heat was less painful than her contraction, 
more heat was applied, and vice versa, until the two pains 
were equal. Thus, labor pain could be measured in dolls. 

The measurements were made as labor progressed up un- 
til the point where the women couldn't take the pain any 
longer and called for drugs. Yet, enough of them held out so 
measurements could be made through the three stages of 
labor. 

The first stage, a door-opening procedure, starts when the 
uterus begins its contractions. 


"The uterus, or womb, is a muscular organ which increases 
in size from the size and shape of a small pear at conception 
to more than a foot in length by the time a baby is ready for 
birth. 

Imagine an inflated paper bag; that’s the uterus. Close 
the mouth of the bag with a rubber band, and that’s the 
cervix, the circular muscle at the uterus’ door. Now place 
your hands lengthwise on each side of the bag; they repre- 
sent the uterus’ lengthwise muscles. 

When a child is ready for birth, your hands, the length- 
wise muscles, push in and forward. As — | Turn to page 226

blamed for *“‘What’s wrong” with the American family. 

Parents do make a convenient scapegoat. But is all the 
criticism justified? Here’s a true and false test to help you 
judge the fairness of the charges made against you: 


False. Fewer than 5 percent of young women want to be 
childless, according to a recent survey. 


True. But the difference is not as great as you think. The 
tiny stones in the old cemeteries tell the story. Birth rate 
and death rate went hand-in-hand in Grandma’s day. So 
many of her children died in the cradle that the average 
family of 1940 was only about a third smaller than the fami- 
ly of 1850. 


False. Families are larger than they were 10 years ago. 
One woman in three of child-bearing age would like to have 
four children, says the Gallup Poll.

A leading magazine of 1869 reported: ‘One of the 
most baleful tendencies of our time is that young children 
are placed so entirely in the hands of nurses. What moral 
stimulus does a child receive from a mother resting in a 
languid stupor with fan and smelling bottle?” 


False. Discipline has changed. Today you're preparing 
your children for adult life by giving them, as early as possi- 
ble, the responsibility of making their own decisions. 


False. There was never a time when children were as heal- 
thy as they are today. Three out of four children born in 
1900 reached the age of 25.

Probably false. \\c¢ have no way of measuring the mental 
health of past generations. There were fewer children in in- 
stitutions, but there were fewer institutions. Society in the 
past cared little about mental and emotional problems. 

A survey among kindergartners in the postwar period 
brought the statement from Katherine F. Lenroot, chief of 
United States Children’s Bureau, that they are well adjusted 
and have come through the war years with few emotional 
scars. Their parents, she says, have done a good job in mak-

| ee construction is a comparatively 


new term. It is a way to finish interior walls with 
dry materials, such as gypsum boards, soft- 
boards, hardboards, and plywood. It is the op- 
posite of ‘“wet-wall construction,” or plaster. 

Though plaster is our traditional material for 
finishing walls and ceilings, it has these draw- 
backs which dry-wall materials overcome: 

Dry walls are generally less expensive. Plaster 
walls require a lath base and two plaster coats. 
You need only one layer of material, however, 
for a dry wall. You save the cost of two layers. 

Dry-wall construction is fast. You can put up dry 
walls in the average five-room house in a day 
An equivalent plaster job, ready for paint or 
wallpaper, will take from two to four weeks, de- 
pending on how damp the weather is. With dry 
walls, carpenters, electricians, and finish-floor- 
ing men can begin immediately on their work. 
You save in labor time and in rent you’re paying 
while you’re waiting to move in. 

Dry walls are crack resistant. Every house settles 
as foundations shift and framing lumber dries. 
As settling occurs, plaster walls crack—some- 
times just hairline cracks, sometimes broader 
cracks, but all visible. With dry-wall materials 
you have no such problem. Each board or sheet 
is so tough and rigid it won’t break. Cracks may 
appear between joints of boards, but they are 
easier to repair than irregular plaster cracks. 

Some types of dry-wall boards have expan- 
sion joints which let panels shift with the house 


as it settles. One, made in sheets as large as 
8x14 feet, which will cover most walls without 
joints, is installed on floating hangers that keep 
joints tight at all times. 

Dry walls are hole resistant. Nails, driven into 
dry-wall materials, leave only the small round 
hole made by the nail itself. It’s a ticklish job to 
nail into a plaster wall without having plaster 
around the hole crumble. 


Types of dry-wall materials. 


When you select a dry-wall material, you y 
have a broad choice. Some are designed for use 
in specific rooms, but most types can be used 
wherever you choose. 

Gypsum boards. Properly installed, gypsum 
board panels are as neat and jointless as plaster. 
They are nailed to wall studs and ceiling joists; 


joints between panels are sealed with tape, and 


both tape and nail holes are covered with a thin 
layer of rich plaster mix. Like a plaster wall, 
gypsum board dry walls must be papered or 
painted. 

For best results, most manufacturers recom- 
mend a double thickness of gypsum board, the 
first layer laid vertically and the second both 
nailed and cemented horizontally over the first. 
This method produces a sturdy, virtually crack- 
proof wall or ceiling, and you still save the cost 
of a layer of material. 

Fiberboards. Both softboards, made out of 
wood pulp or sugar-cane pulp, and hardboards, 
which are wood pulp compressed into thin, 
hard, strong sheets, come under this classifica-

At the same stage of growth, 
such seedlings had 22 percent more roots by weight 
than identical varieties grown in soil. Of the roots dug 
while transplanting, those grown in vermiculite re- 


tained 82 percent; those growing in soil lost more than 
50 percent of the roots in digging. 

Tomatoes started in vermiculite fruited 9 to 13 days 
ahead of those in soil on the same date. 


Help for narcissus bulbs 


The same phenyl mercuric acetate recommended first 
for control of crabgrass in lawns and for treatment of 
brown spot in bentgrasses has proved effective against 
basal rot in narcissus bulbs. The Western Washington 
Experiment Station recommends 1 pound to 800 gal- 
lons of water. Treatment results in earlier flowers,

Fall-planted annuals usually successful 
Thousands of complaints from Midwest gardeners 
concerning annuals sown just before the ground 


freezes for winter do not mean failure of this method of 
planting. 

Experience of 25 years shows 1949-50 was the only 
winter many experienced 100 percent failure. 

The annuals failed to come up because tempera- 
tures in December and early January were high 
enough to germinate all cold-resistant annuals, which 
then froze in the weather that followed. Normally, 
annuals sown on bare ground between Thanksgiving 
and Christmas will come through with a much earlier 
show of color than can be had from spring-sown seed. 


Lack of color variety in seeds explained 


Lack of variety in flower seeds of mixed colors bought 
from seedsmen has been partly explained in recent ex- 
periments at a plant research center. 

Several formula blends of seeds of various annuals 
were planted in flats in the greenhouse, while similar 
lots were direct-sown out of doors. Seedlings from the 
indoor sowings produced colors in the same ratio as 
the original formula. But direct-seeded lots produced 
only two thirds of the colors that should have appeared 
in the seedlings. 

Petunias and zinnias were particularly bad in this 
respect. Apparently, certain colors have more vigor 





and survive to a greater degree when mixed seeds 
are sown.

Over-all height of lamp may be from 25 to 30 inches. Top 
of diffusing bowl should be 8 to 9 inches across. Minimum 
diameter for bottom of shade is 16 inches. 


For desk work with wall lamps, hang your lamps 
like this. A 100-watt frosted bulb is used with a diffusing 
bowl in each lamp. Shades should be 6 inches deep, 10 
inches across at bottom. Top diameter of bowl is 6 inches. 

Use a pastel blotter on desk top to prevent reflected 
glare if top is of polished wood. Avoid both dark-colored 
shades and shades that are too transparent. 
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For reading with a floor lamp. these are the correct 
distances. Light source a 100-200-300-watt bulb, on 
“high,” used with a diffusing bowl. Over-all lamp height: 
56 to 60 inches. Bottom shade diameter: 18 to 20 inches. 
Linings of all shades should be white or near white. A 
good white lining reflects 85 percent of the light that hits it; 


a dark blue lining may reflect only 10 percent. 


For piano playing with a swing-arm lamp, locatc 
your lamp as shown here. Use a 100-200-300-watt bulb and 
a bowl with a diameter of 10 inches. Shade must be light- 
colored to let light through. Bottom diameter, 18 inches. 
An alternate method is to use a 66-inch-tall torchiere 
at either end of piano. Torchieres should have 100-200-300- 


watt bulbs in shallow, 16-inch-wide reflectors.

in natural colors of light brown, 
tan, or cream yellow, or prefinished 
in a variety of pastel shades. 

Softboards range in size from 
12-inch squares up to 8x14-foot 
sheets. Standard sizes are 16-inch 
x8-foot planks and 4x8-foot 
panels. With these boards you can 
create patterns both on walls and 
ceilings. 

Hardboards are especially use- 
ful for playrooms and rumpus 
rooms. They are many times 
tougher than plaster and can stand 
rough treatment 

Plywood. More expensive than 
other types of dry-wall construc- 
tion, but requiring less decorating, 
plywoods come in so many differ- 
ent tones and grains that decora- 
ting possibilities are endless. For 
walls and ceilings, 14-inch ply- 
wood is strong enough, though you 
may want to go to }4-inch for 
added structural stability. Ply- 
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wood comes in 4x8-foot’ sheets 
which you either nail or screw in 
place. 

Remodeling. Dry walls are as 
practical in a remodeling as in a 
new house. If your plaster is 
shoddy, you can usually nail dry- 
wall materials directly over the old 
plaster, provided you nail firmly 
into studs and joists. 

For refinishing an old bathroom 
or kitchen wall, you can get both 
hardboards and softboards with 
baked enamel finishes that look 
like tile, and can stand a lot of 
punishment from water and active 
children. 

If its an attic you want to 
finish, any dry-wall material will 


do the job.

York, remodeled. They had five small rooms and a bath 
on the ground floor. A double fireplace in the center of the 
house cut it in two. So the Williamses took out other parti- 
tions (see them marked with dotted lines on the floor 
plan), keeping only the bathroom intact. 

Now they have one big room that’s divided by the fire- 
place and works as living and dining room and kitchen. 

The result? A house that looks much bigger than the 
plan shows it is; a home that’s easy to care for and com- 
fortable to live in. Maybe you can use the same idea. 
If you study the plan and the pictures, you'll see how.

| he senior class yearbook ended its little story about me 
ymething like this: ‘Herb was once heard shouting loudly 
he crossed the campus. He is believed to have been only 
lking to himself.” 

That was 22 years ago. I had been hard of hearing for six 
years—not enough to spoil my fun, but quite enough to com- 
plicate the question of what to do for a living. 

During my freshman year, I had worked nights at the lo- 
cal Western Union. One evening the phone rang and a 
woman tried to dictate a night letter. I couldn’t understand 
her. I clamped my headphone tighter and asked her to re- 
peat. No good. She grew impatient, and I began to sweat. 
Finally I had to rouse the telegrapher from his key and get 
him to take the message. When similar incidents began 
popping up several times a week, I quit. 

here was still worse to come. One day a professor, pre- 
paring to give us a crucial examination, explained which 
parts of the textbook we were not to use in answering his 


questions. When I blithely referred to the forbidden sec- 
tions, he threatened to expel me for cheating. I pleaded I 
hadn’t heard him correctly; he insisted that, since 'd been 
sitting under his nose, I must have. After a miserable week, 
he compromised by grading me almost disastrously low. 
Then, a few months before graduation, my adviser told 
me to quit thinking of being a teacher. ““You’d have too 
bad a time,” he said. “You just don’t hear well enough.” 


Under the same circumstances today, he might reasonably 
add, “A hearing aid would probably change the picture.” 
But in those days earphones were used only by the very deaf, 
and not even my doctor suggested they might help me, too. 

So I decided—without asking advice, lest it scare me off— 
on the even more hazardous field of newspaper work. 

At first I was lucky. After an interview during which I 
sat as close to the editor as I could without leading him to

M, organization offered a pro- 
motion, putting me into contact 
with more people and thus em- 
phasizing my deficiency. I longed 
for a job where I wouldn't have to 
talk to anyone all day long, and the 
man I most envied was our bi- 
ographical editor, who sat in the 
library, and—without orders or 
assistance—wrote obituaries. But 
Mel was 60 and heading toward 
retirement; I was 28. I could either 
quit or climb. 

So for another year, I covered up 
as best I could. When someone 
wanted to speak to me from even 
the next desk, I dropped my work 
and walked over to hear. When I 
had to reach someone on the floor 
above, instead of relying 
treacherous telephone, I cli 
the stairs. Conferences were a 
nightmare; when I[ couldn’t get 
out of attending them, I would 
nod agreement with the chief and 
afterward ask somebody what had 
gone on. 

Then one day 16 years ago I fell 
for a new type of hearing aid. It 
amplified sound without distor- 
tion, according to the ad, and it 
shut out crashing noises. Maybe, 
I said to myself, just maybe, this will 
help. This time I hoped it would; 
I was really worried. 


The demonstrator was a charm- 
ing, middle-aged woman who led 
me into a room where the acous- 
tics were wonderful and asked me 
some questions. With no great 
effort, [ could understand almost 


everything she said, except when 
she turned her back. 

Then she adjusted the instru- 
ment and walked around the 
room, talking. “Can you hear me 
now?” she asked. “I am speaking 
very low. Can you understand me? 
Now, when I turn my back, do you 
still vet anything of what I say?” 

Perhaps she unconsciously raised 
her voice; at any rate, I did seem 
to hear her even better with the 
instrument than without it. So I 
walked back to the office that hot 
August afternoon, wired for sound. 

I felt a little strange. I thought 
everyone must be staring at me, 
so I gazed at the sidewalk or in at 
the shop windows. When I finally 
ventured to look at people, though, 
I noticed that scarcely any of them 
gave me more than a _ passing 
glance 

Back at the office I strode firmly, 
but all nervous inside, to the boss’s 
desk. “See what I’ve got,” I said. 

He looked me over, and smiled 
approvingly. “I’m glad,” he said, 
“that you finally got yourself 
fixed up.” That was a relief; I 
quieted down and managed to do 
a fairly decent afternoon’s work. 


im next few days were just 
about as embarrassing as the first 
few days I wore tong pants, but no 
more than that. Nobody sympa- 
thized with me as I'd been afraid 
they might; nobody gave me more 
than a mildly curious stare. 

Soon, what bothered me was 
not the steadily dwindling con- 
sciousness that I was wearing an 
aid, but the growing suspicion 
that it wasn’t doing me any good.

From then on my only diffi- 
culty came when I had to use a 
telephone away from my home 
and office, and the new aid didn’t 
remedy that for me as it did for 
some other hard-of-hearing people. 

One night recently I was in 
Gary, Indiana, when someone 
called me long-distance with a 
number of questions demanding 
immediate answers. I couldn't 
hear all of them, and the only 
amplifier was in the phone com- 
pany’s business office, which was 
closed. Fortunately, my host knew 
the manager, who came downtown 
and opened up. 

Afterward, we sat around chat- 
ting. “Wonderful things, these 
amplifiers,” said the manager. 

“Why not put one on at least 
one public phone in every town?” 
I asked.

concluded with the offer of a 
scholarship to the New England 
School of Lip Reading, in Boston. 

What the school taught me was 
valuable, but not half so valuable 
as the opportunity of knowing 
Clara Ziegler and Anna Staples, 
the lovely ladies who conduct it 
Handicapped far more than I am, 
they nevertheless live life fully. To 
know them is to acquire serenity 
and courage. 

Then there’s Ted, almost totally 
deaf, but a practicing lawyer; and 
Kathryn, who singled me out at a 
gathering because I wore an aid, 
but talked 15 minutes before 
brushing back her hair a bit to dis- 
close that she wore one, too; and 
Old Man Drake, who rocks out his 
days in a cottage near the farm he 
once helped work. 


Ora Man Drake hears well 
enough, but his wife has to be 
shouted at. “There we sit,” he 
told me, “‘she in the northeast cor- 
ner and I in the southwest, and she 
doesn’t talk to me and I can’t talk 
to her.” 

I asked if she’d ever tried a hear- 
ing aid. 

“She says they cost too much 
and she’s only got a few more years 
to live.” Tiredly he wiped his hand 
across his forehead; then he smiled 
““Maybe they'll be cheaper soon,” 
he went on. “I hope so. Even after 
55 years together, it would be nice 
to talk to her again before one of 
us goes.” 

As with Old Man Drake, a main 
concern of all the strangers who 
ask how I’m getting along with 
“that thing” is a hearing aid’s cost. 
I tell them I paid almost $200 for 
mine and in five years have spen 
almost as much for batteries, cords, 
and repairs. But some people, I 
add, get along excellently with one 
costing less than half that much, 
and most instruments can be 
bought on the installment plan. 

For 16 years I’ve wished an 
otologist could prescribe an aid 
for my ears in much the same way 
an opthalmologist prescribes one 
for my eyes. The main trouble 
seems to be that a hearing loss 
olten has more than one cause; 
that each cause results in a differ- 
ent type of loss; and that the 
causes are present in various com- 
binations, hard to determine. 


al 
So an ear specialist, I tell in- 
quirers, can point to instruments 
likely to help, but the final choice 
among these is up to us. What's 
good for me may not be good for 
you—unless you are one of those 
lucky persons who can hear well 
with any instrument, in which case 
why pay as much as I did? 
Usually the only place you can 
try out a number of makes is a 
hearing-aid clinic like the ones I 
went to. Ask your local hearing 
society about these, or write to the 
American Hearing Society, 817 
Fourteenth Street, N.W., Wash- 
ington D.C., or to the Volta 
Bureau, 1537 35th Street, N.W., 
Washington 7, D. C. Both these 
organizations are also excellent 


sources of general informationabout 
hearing problems. 

If you have to shop among in- 
dividual dealers, the National 
Bureau of Standards advises that 
you take along a person with hear- 
ing. He can tell you if salesmen 
raise their voices during tests. Then 
when you've found an instrument 
that seems satisfactory, ask to take 
it home for a trial under ordinary 
conditions 

The newest hearing aids are not 
only more powerful than the one I 
first wore but also smaller and 
lighter. Many combine batteries 
and transmitter in one small case 
that can easily be concealed be- 
neath shirt or dress; some manage 
to hide even the receiver, or ear 
button—at the expense, in some 
cases at least, of efficiency. 

Years ago I gave up trying to 
conceal anything and began wear- 
ing the transmitter in full view, 
clipped to a pocket. That way I 
get the clearest amplification, and 
if I want to-shed the apparatus 
while I chase the dog, change a 
tire, or weed the beans, I can do so 
in a second. 


Ore *n, in a store or at a restau- 
rant, I notice achild ask his parents, 
“What’s that man got?” I explain 

it’s something like a telephone, to 
help me hear better. A girl is satis- 
fied with that; a boy isn’t—he 
wants a demonstration. So I snap 
off my little receiver button and 
tell him to hold it to his ear. 

He’s startled by the noise, while 
I’m surprised once more at how 
close the wall of silence has crept. 
People frequently say, “‘It must be 
wonderful sometimes not to hear.” 
However, standing there with 
someone else using my aid, I feel 
as if I had lost part of myself. 
What's wonderful is to snap the 
button back into place and feel 
again sounds flowing in. 

Occasionally I forget to put on 
the aid before sitting down to 
breakfast, but my family—it has 
meant even more to them than to 
me—soon issues a reminder. “I'd 
like to tell you something,” one of 
the girls will say. ““Wouldn’t you 
like to put on your earphone?” 

I'd be as uncom- 
fortable without it as I'd be read- 
ing a book without glasses.

do to help your boy or girl discover 


what sort of career he’s cut out for 


I you had to guess how many 
ways there are of earning a living 
in this country, would you say: 
2,500; 5,000; 12,000? 

Actually, there are over 27,000 
different kinds of jobs, according 
to the latest count of the U. S 
Census Bureau’s Dictionary f 
Occupations. Staggering, isn’t it? 

Yet, from this enormous num- 
ber, your boy or girl will some day 
have to choose just one. Will he de- 
cide intelligently? And what prep- 
aration will he have for makings 
selection? 

Preschool years are not too 
early for you to begin helping him 
And it’s never too late—even when 
he’s in high school or ready for 
college. 

“Preschool years?” asks Mrs. 
Black. “‘Right now, my Bobby's 
ambition is to be a garbage col- 
lector. Surely, I’m not supposed to 
take that seriously!” 

Well, if Bobby is like most boys, 
he will soon switch to dump-truck 
driver, then cowboy. Later, he will 
want to be a locomotive engineer, 
a G-man, a ballplayer, a flyer. 
rhe earliest wish of his teen-age 
sister, Patty, was to be “just a 
mother.” Then came successive 
dedications to teaching and nurs- 
ing. Now, with a touch of glamour 
added, she dreams of becoming a 
radio singer, stewardess, or movie 
star. 

“She'll change her mind a dozen 
times before she finally decides,” 
says her mother, “so I just ignore 
these passing fancies. After all, 
how can you expect kids to know 
now what they will want to be 
later on?” 

You can’t—it’s true. But, if you 
really want to help them later, take 
these “‘stages” seriously! Here are 
10 ways you can help: 


I. Examine the early inclina- 
tions of your youngster for 
clues. 

You can pick up useful informa- 
tion about his mental ability, in- 
terests, and personality. Is your 
boy imaginative, practical, ideal- 
istic? Does he prefer to work with 
people or with things? Does he do 
better with his hands or his head? 

Is you daughter a follower, or a 
leader? Can she carry a piece of 
work through to completion, or 
does she lose interest easily? How 
does she adjust to routine? 

With wise use of encouragement 
and praise, you can strengthen de- 
sirable traits and discourage others. 
Nz ature ally, vou cannot change any- 
individuality—nor 
would you want to. But you can 
modify habits and attitudes that 
will affect later life.

2. Help him get to know the 
world of work. 

Get your youngster to thinking 
about people and the work they 
do. Almost any opportunity will 
do—going to the dentist, eating in 
a restaurant, attending a broad- 
cast, visiting the local firehouse, or 
even taking a walk. 

At the restaurant with Marjorie, 
make a game of seeing who can 
think up the longest list of jobs to 
be done in a restaurant. When 
Junior chatters excitedly about 
the engines at the firehouse, 
mention some of the things the 
firemen do. While passing a con- 
struction site, if Dickie says, ‘‘See 
the house being built?” you might 
say, ““Yes, those men are building 
a house . . . ,”° and indicate the 
bricklayers, carpenters, and _plas- 
terers at work.

3. Help him appreciate the 
dignity of human labor. 

When Bobby said he wanted to 
be a garbage collector, suppose 
Mrs. Black had replied, “Well 
Bobby, garbage men do very im- 
portant work. They keep our homes 
and streets clean—and that helps 
us stay well, too. Can you think 
what it would be like without 
them?” 

Bobby's ego is inflated, while his 
thinking is encouraged. He senses, 
too, in his mother an attitude ol 
respect for work—any kind of use- 
ful work 

“What I want for my daughter,” 
one father frankly admits, ‘‘is 
either a rich husband or a career 
that will bring her money and 
social _ prestig¢ These are the 
things that real/y count. And she 
might as well know it from the 
beginning.” 

Maybe so, but it’s dangerous to 
inject such elements before a 
youngster is old enough to evalu- 
ate them for himself. And what if 
he never achieves the goal you set? 

Consider the case of Randy. He 
had a carefree childhood until he 
was 12; then he suddenly lost both 
parents in an accident. Now 14, 
he is living with an uncle who has 
a modest income 

Randy must choose a high school 
this term. It has to be a vocational 
school, because earning a living is 
his first consideration. Besides, he 
doesn't do too well with academic 
work. 

Randy insists, 
when he grows up he’s not going 
to wear work clothes or a uniform 
He says his dad always told him it 
was nicer “to work in your own 
clothes.” 

For this impractical reason, 
Randy will think he’s too good 
to be a policeman, hospital at- 
tendant, or soldier. Also closed to

Peter, the older boy, was a poor 
student from the first; college was 
out of the question. His father took 
him into the factory, and turned 
all his attention to Andrew, the 
younger son, who was a fine stu- 
dent. Uncle Mike had many “‘man- 
to-man” talks with Andy, until he 
finally” persuaded him to study 
pharmacy. Uncle Mike was too 
overjoyed to notice the bov’s lack 
of enthusiasm 

Andrew got his degree, then 
took a job in a Store lor experience.

5. Encourage special talents 
and hobbies. 

When Elizabeth was 8, she used 
to make doll clothes. She made 
them so well her mother often cop- 
ied the designs for Elizabeth's own 
clothes. The neighbors, in turn, 
copied these. Now grown, Eliza- 
beth designs fashions for a famous 
dressmaker. 

\ childhood interest will some- 
times persist into adulthood with 
remarkable success, particularly 
when there is creative talent. Fre- 
quently, too, it occurs among those 
with a scientific bent 

Danny, at 10, already planned 
to be a research scientist. He spent 
every free moment at the library, 
reading science and biography. He 
confidently stated that he was 
going to “‘discover the secret of life, 
so that people will never have to 
die.” 

At 20, naturally, he had com- 
promised somewhat with this goal 
But he was at medical school, and 
still concerned with scientific re- 
search. Today a brilliant radiolo- 
gist, Danny actually does prolong 
the lives of people 

Keep your eye peeled for signs of 
talent or powerful interest in your 
own boy or girl. And if you detect 
any signs of real ability, nurture it. 
It may have career possibilities. 


6. Provide opportunities to 
work, 

Youngsters like to be helpful. 
rhere are jobs even toddlers can 
handle—like getting the mail or 
taking in the milk. But try digni- 
fying these simple tasks with a title 
You'll see how much more fun 
they are (and how much is learned 
about real occupations) 

Alice will act up to being a 
“waitress in a hotel,” though she 
may find “helping with dinner” a 
bore. She might wear a “uniform,” 
clean and set the table, take orders, 
clear away dishes—perhaps even 
pocket a tip. 

Older boys and girls may be en- 
couraged to paint walls and furni- 
ture, bind and repair books, and 
fix household items. When there is 


illness, let your daughter be nurse 
or “dietician.”’ If some simple car- 
pentry or electrical work is needed, 
let Junior try his hand. He might 
also repair the radio, grow a truck 
garden, or work on the car 

If you can, it is a good idea to 
tie in these experiences with real 
job facts. Not heavy-handed, like 
a lesson, but informally. 

Some parents encourage work- 
ing outside the home. Mowing 
lawns, delivering orders, baby-sit- 
ting these are ways to earn extra 
money while learning by working. 
It matters little, however, whether 
your youngster works in your home 
or outside, with pay or without. 
The vital factor is the broadening 
experience of work itself. 


7. Supply books, playthings, 
and other materials related to 
jobs. 

When you buy toys, give a 
thought to those with an occupa- 
tional theme. The very young like 
simple tool chests, nurse’s and 
doctor’s kits, cooking sets, and 
trucks of all kinds. Later on, you 
can find replicas of garages, fire- 
houses, and supermarkets; dress- 
making sets, millinery outfits, and 
even home beauty kits. Also good 
for this purpose are toy cash reg- 
isters, adding machines, sewing 
machines, typewriters, and print- 
ing sets 

For older boys and girls, you 
might choose woodworking out- 
fits, model construction kits, cam- 
eras, or materials for making 
lamp shades or ceramics. From 
such activities, they get an idea of 
work involved in things they 
usually take for granted. 

There are excellent books avail- 
able at all age levels describing 
people and jobs. Starting with 
those for the preschool group 
(such as People Who Come to Our 
House) and up through the series 
called America at Work (for 7th and 
8th graders), reading matter can 
enrich their knowledge of the 
working world. 

For those of high-school age or 
older, the variety is enormous.

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How to solder 


Filing iron. Plug in iron and 
while it is heating, check the 
tip. If it isn't smooth and free 
of corrosion, clamp iron in vise 
and lightly file faces of tip with 
a medium file. Remove all 
corrosion, but don't file tip 
down to a nubbin. With proper 
cleaning and tinning, iron 
needs little filing, lasts longer 


Tinning iron. To transfer heat 
from iron to work properly, the 
tip needs a thin, even coat of 
solder. Applying this coat is 
called “‘tinning"; it should be 
done frequently. Easiest way is 
to hold a length of core solder 
against the hot tip. Rotate iron 
so all sides are covered. Flux 
will melt out and clean the tip 
then solder will cover it evenly 


Cleaning metal. All meta! to 
be joined must be clean. No 
solder will adhere to dirty or 
oxidized metal. Clean flat sur- 
faces with steel wool, emery 
cloth, or a file. Scrape wires to 
be joined with the back of a 
knife blade, being careful not 
to cut your fingers. Flux com- 
pletes cleaning job. Do all 
cleaning just prior to solder- 
ing. Then don’t touch metal— 
oil from your hands may coat 
it, thus giving you a bad joint

Drill grinder attachment is handy for use with a bench grinder. 
A lot of skilled mechanics can’t sharpen a twist drill properly by 
hand, but any amateur can do a factory-finish job in a few min- 
utes with this jig. When you buy a bench grinder, look for safety 
features. Of greatest importance is the shield to protect your eyes 
from flying particles of abrasive or razor-sharp metal. 


Bench clamp holds sander-polisher or hand drill fixed 
as a grinder. The grindstone pictured here is made of 
laminated plastic with abrasive grains spread through. 
It is supersafe, will not break at extreme speeds. But 
wear goggles if your grinder lacks an eyeshield. 


What type of abrasive should you use? 


In using abrasive power tools, you need to know some- 
thing about the abrasives they push. 


Flint. The cheapest and commonest of all abrasives is 
flint. It is the sandy tan coating found on the common 
abrasive papers sold in hardware and paint stores. It’s 
brittle, though, and breaks down rapidly, losing its cut- 
ting power. Hence it is useful for cutting only soft woods, 
or for jobs where the paper is clogged quickly and must 
be discarded. 

Garnet. Much harder and tougher is garnet, a cheaper 
form of the semiprecious stone. A sheet of reddish gar- 
net paper lasts much longer than one of flint. Garnet

and when they do fracture, they 
leave new, sharp surfaces exposed. 
Most commercial finishing, on 
both hard and soft woods, is done 
with garnet paper or cloth. 


Emery. The black grains of emery 
are less jagged than those of flint or 
garnet, and don’t have the fast- 
cutting action. Emery is better 
used as a polisher, and is most 
often applied to metals. 


Silicon carbide. Flint, garnet, and 
emery are “natural” abrasives, 
since they are mined from the 
ground and crushed. Silicon car- 
bide, a blue-black material, is a 
manufactured abrasive, made from 
sand and coke fused into clinkers 
at terrific temperatures and then 
crushed into grains. Only one min- 
eral, the diamond, is harder. Since 
silicon carbide is also very brittle, 
it is best for cutting on very hard 
metals or woods, where a great 
surface speed but light feed is 
wanted. 


Aluminum oxide. Another man- 
ufactured abrasive is aluminum 
oxide, made from claylike bauxite 
and small proportions of iron fil- 
ings and coke. Though not so hard 
as silicon carbide, it is tougher. It 
is an all-around material; the red- 
dish-brown, the bluish-gray, and 
some of the near-white grindstones 
you use are probably aluminum 
oxide. 


You can buy most of these abra- 
sives in many different forms: 
cemented to paper or cloth sheets, 
either waterproof or not, which in 
turn are cut into rectangles for 
hand use or made into belts or 
discs for power tools; in wheels or 
blocks for grinding or honing; 
cemented to flexible plastic discs 
for surface grinding; or put in lam- 
inated-plastic discs for safe grind- 
ing at speeds so high ordinary 
grinding wheels might fly apart. 

In buying an abrasive, a safe 
rule to follow is this: Use open- 
coated paper or cloth (grains far 
apart) or coarse wheels for rough 
cutting in soft materials which 
might clog close-coated sheets or 
fine wheels. For rough sanding or 
paint removal, use paper or cloth 
whose grit is numbered from 1 on 
up to the coarsest 414, For finish 
sanding or polishing, use grits from 
0 on down to the microscopically 
fine 10/0. In using successively 
finer papers, never skip more than 
one grit size. 


Polishing abrasives. Finer, softer 
grit, with less of the chisel-cutting 
action, is used in the polishing 
abrasives. For metal, use emery 
dust or emery cloth, crocus cloth 
(like emery but coated with fine 
iron oxide), or rouge in powdered 
or stick form. From the final polish- 
ing of lacquers, varnishes, or enam- 
els on wood or metal, there are 
varying grades of powdered pum- 
ice stone, rottenstone (also called 
Tripoli), rouge, or whiting.

iH... is the sad story of John Sloan, businessman, who 
bundled his wife and kids in the car last Thanksgiving 
and happily headed for a week’s vacation at Grandma’s 
in a remote section of Wisconsin. 

It was only 300 miles. John’s Super-Whizzer, the latest 
thing out of Motor City, was just nicely broken in. They'd 
reach Grandma’s, he said, by 10:30 or 11 that night. 

Only they didn’t. It was 6:23 the next morning when 
they pulled in, and John shouted at the kids to go into 
the house and “FOR PETE’S SAKE KEEP QUIET.” 

It seems that something had leaked. The engine 
steamed all over. John had used a farmer’s phone, got 
towed 15 miles to an all-night garage. Tow cost, $10; 
repairs, $8.65. 

Ever happen to you? 

John Sloan wouldn't have had trouble if he had done 
what every owner should do each fall—have his car 
winter-conditioned. Part of this service is to flush the cool- 
ing system, inspect hoses, and search for leaks at freeze plugs, 
water pump, and cylinder head. 

Today’s cars are precision units. They'll take more 
abuse, go faster, pull harder, and run farther than any 
cars ever built before. But they cannot suffer neglect. 

So let’s see what you ought to insist on in any sort of 
winter-conditioning you buy. 


I. Cooling system. In addition to having the cooling 
system cleaned, hoses inspected, and antifreeze put in, 
have your serviceman add a rust inhibitor to retard rust- 
ing and corrosion, if the antifreeze you buy does not al- 
ready contain one. The label on the can will tell you if it 
does. To prevent leaks of expensive antifreeze, have the 
cylinder head tightened. 
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does your car need?

2. Oil-leak hunt. Every good winter-conditioning in- 


cludes, beside changin he er 1c oi! and oil-filter 
cartridge, inspecting for o \ drip of water, un- 
detected, cost John Sloan $18.65 and his good disposition. 


A loss of oil could have cost him a burned-up motor. 


3. Brake check. You probably drove much farther and 
faster last spring and summer than you will this winter. 
Some of this punishment was severe. High-speed stops 
accelerate wear of brake linings, pistons, drums, and 
pedal linkage. You need dependable brakes. So insist on 
this item: Inspect entire brake system for need of service 


4. Wheel repack. Long summer runs at high speeds and 
high temperatures dry lubrication points out fast. So you 
want a complete chassis lubrication. Front-wheel bearings 
should be repacked with grease if you haven’t had this 
done in the last 10,000 miles. Transmission and dofferential 
should be refilled. If your car has an automatic trans- 
mission, check with your dealer before having it drained; 
it may not need service for another 6 months. 


5. Wheel alignment. Perhaps summer led you to back 
roads and fishing sites. Even if it didn’t, wheel alignment 
can be thrown out of kilter simply by your bumping a 
curb too hard while parking the car for the movies. So 
have alignment checked—caster, camber, toe-in, and 
king pin inclination—to be sure. Incorrect alignment 
may cause dangerous and expensive wear of tires and 
steering linkage. Have all steering connections inspected, 
too, to be on the safe side. 


6. Tire crisscross. Have tires crisscrossed now and at 
4,000-mile intervals, and you’ll save a lot of rubber. And 
I hope I needn’t urge you to keep your tires inflated to 
factory-recommended levels.

7. Exhaust-leak hunt. Here’s a little item that can be one 
of the biggest of all: insist on a painstaking search for ex- 
haust leaks. Don’t hesitate to replace a muffler or exhaust 
pipes that leak. Carbon monoxide cannot be tasted, 
smelled, or seen. It makes you drowsy; you do not even 
know you are being poisoned. And it doesn’t take much: 
8 parts to 10,000 parts of air. 


8. Got hot sparks? Of the 35 million AAA calls made last 
year, battery, ignition, and carburetor troubles ac- 
counted for more than 2 out of 5. If figures were available 
for cold-weather months only, they’d account for an even 
larger proportion. So let’s get into the things that make 
for starting and fix them so they won’t let you down. 

Your battery is less efficient in winter because the 
chemical action by which it generates electricity slows as 
the temperature drops. The oil in your engine is thicker. 
So have your battery tested to see if it can take and hold a 
full charge. If it can’t, replace it now; you'll have to soon 

after it has let you down. Have battery and ignition 
cables replaced if any are cracked, rotted, frayed, or cor- 
roded. Have connections cleaned and tightened. 

See that the distributor condenser, ignition coil, breaker 
points, and timing are checked, and spark plugs cleaned, 
adjusted, tested. If any plugs fail the test, discard them. 
New plugs aren’t expensive. 


9, Starter overdrawing? Have your starter tested to see 
that it isn’t overdrawing current from the battery. If it is, 
it probably only the commutator 
cleaned or the brushes replaced.

Checkerboard apron 

You'll need 34 yard of 35-inch- 
wide white percale and %4 yard 
of 35-inch-wide  red-and-white 
checked gingham. If you don’t 
have material to pad the pot hold- 
ers, buy 44 yard of heavy flannel. 

Along one selvage of the white 
material, measure 21 inches for the 
skirt and 4 inches for the waist- 
band. Cut or tear off the skirt. Cut 
a waistband 4x16 inches. Cut two 
pockets 6x7 inches. 

Fold the checked material on the 
bias by bringing a 35-inch-wide 
edge parallel with one of the sel- 
vage edges. Cut on the fold. From 
the smaller piece of material, cut 
a 4-inch-wide bias strip for the bot- 
tom border, Cut another bias strip 
4x21 inches for a side border. Cut 
a pot holder 6x10 inches. From the 
larger piece of material, cut two 
bias sashes each 4 inches wide. Cut 
a bias side border 4 inches wide 
and 21 inches long. Cut a pot 
holder 6x10 inches. From the 
heavy flannel, cut two pieces 4144 
x54 inches to pad each of the 
checked pot holders. 

Sew the right sides of the bor- 
ders to the wrong side of the apron 
skirt. The points of the borders 
should meet at the bottom corners 
of the skirt. Turn the borders to the 
right side of the skirt. Miter the 
bettom corners by folding the raw 
edges of the bottom border over 
the side borders. Sew by hand. 
Turn under the raw edges of the 
entire border and top-stitch to the 
skirt. Gather the top of the skirt 
to a 15-inch width. 

Make a narrow hem in the sides 
and one end of each sash. Fold the 
waistband in half lengthwise, right 
sides together. Pleat the unfinished 
end of each sash and stitch it into 
an end of the waistband. Turn 
right side out and press. Insert the 
skirt into the waistband. Turn un- 
der the raw edges of the waistband 
and top-stitch it onto the skirt. 

Hem a 7-inch top of each pocket. 
Turn under the raw edges, pin to 
apron, and top-stitch in place. 
Make the pot holders by covering 
flannel padding with checked 
material. Tuck a pot holder into 
each of the pockets.

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Chintz holiday apron 

You need 1 yard of 35-inch-wide 
chartreuse chintz, 44 yard 35- 
inch-wide dark green chintz, and 
1% yards red bias tape 1 inch 
wide. 

Along one selvage of the char- 
treuse material, measure 20 inches 
for the skirt, 3 inches for the bor- 
der, 4% inches each for two sashes, 
and 4 inches for the waistband. 
Clip and cut or tear crosswise. Cut 
off the waistband so it measures 
4x15 inches. 

Along one selvage of the dark 
green material, measure 1) inches 
each for two trimming bands. To 
make the holly leaves, cut five 
pieces of material 3x6 inches. Fold 
one piece in two lengthwise. Mark 
a point on the edge 134 inches 
from one end. Mark a second point 
31% inches from the end and 114 
inches from the fold. Mark a third 
point 1 inch from the other end 
and 34 inch from the fold. Draw 
scallops between the points and 
the ends of the folds. Cut along the 
line. Use this leaf as a pattern to 
cut the other four. Press flat 4 
yard of red bias tape and cut out 
eight round holly berries. 

. Sew the right side of the border 
to the wrong side of the bottom of 
the apron skirt. Turn the border to 
the right side of the skirt. Turn 
down the raw top edge. Fold one 
of the dark green trimming bands 
in half lengthwise. Insert it and a 
piece of red bias tape under the 
top edge of the border. Sew the 
border to the skirt, catching the: 
two trimming bands in the seam. 
Make a 4-inch hem down each of 
the 20-inch sides of the skirt. 
Gather the top of the skirt to a 
14-inch width. 

Sew the right side of a dark 
green band to the wrong side of 
one end of each sash. Turn the 
band to the right side of the sash. 
Turn down the raw top edge of 
the band. Insert red bias tape and 
catch it in the seam as you sew the 
band to the sash. 

Make narrow hems in the sides 
of the sashes. Fold the waistband 
in half lengthwise, right sides to- 
gether. Gather the unfinished end 
of each sash and stitch it into an 
end of the waistband. Turn right 
side out and press. Insert the skirt 
into the waistband. Turn under 
the raw edges of the waistband 
and sew it to the skirt.

You'll need % yard 35-inch- 
wide, solid-colored Indian Head 
or percale and % yard 35-inch- 
wide flowered chintz. 

Along one selvage of the solid- 
colored material, measure 18 
inches for the skirt and 4% inches 
each for two sashes. Clip and cut 
or tear crosswise. On the flowered 
material, measure in from the sel- 
vage 5 inches each for two skirt 
panels, 344 inches each for the 
waistband and facing. Cut down 
the length of the material. 

To cut the curve in the waist- 
band, put it and its facing together 
and fold them in half crosswise 
Mark on the outside edge 2!4 
inches up from the bottom, Draw 
a straight line to a point 2% inches 
from the bottom and 6 inches from 
the outside edge. Mark a curve 
from this point to the top of the 
fold. Cut along the line. 

Sew the right side of a flowered 
pane! to the wrong side of each 18- 
inch edge of the skirt.

Parents do everything for their 
children. As a result, young people 
have forgotten how to work or pro- 
vide their own amusement.

these contractions move the baby 
toward the mouth of the uterus, 
the cervix relaxes and gradually 
opens.

The first stage, which normally 
lasts 16 hours in a first pregnancy 
and 11 hours or less in later ones, 
is over when the cervix is fully 
dilated—when, in short, the door 
is open for the baby to be born 

Ihe second stage, more rapid 
and dramatic, is actual birth. With 
the help of abdominal muscles 
now, the baby is pushed along the 
birth channel until, finally, at the 
end of the second stage, the baby’s 
head comes through the portal 
and, a minute or two later, the 
child is born. 

rhe third stage is the expulsion 
of the placenta or afterbirth, and 
it’s quickly over 

Ihe dolorimeter measurements 
showed that at the beginning « 
the first stage, pain is mild, averag- 
ing 1 or 2 dols. But pain increases 
until, at the end of the first stage. 
as the cervix becomes fully dilated, 
it ranges between 7 and 10 dols 


a the second stage, ceiling pain 
of 10'% dols is reached. At this 
point, it takes heat rays capable of 
producing second-degree burns to 
match the labor pains. 

In the third stage, pain intensity 
moves down to 3 to 5 dols, and, 
within two hours, down to a point 
where it’s just perceptible. 

You can get an idea what these 
pains are like from a few compari- 
sons: 

When you have a painful head- 
ache of the usual type, it registers 
only 1 or 2 dols. 

Even severe migraine hits only 
about 5 dols. 

Few men, it seems, during their 
entire lifetimes, experience any 
pain over 6 dols that endures for 
any length of time. 

So—measured quantitatively 
labor shows up to be what some 
women have long held it to be 
great pain, more than the average 
male can understand. 

But that doesn’t tell the whole story 

For the investigators noted what 
you may have always suspected 
that a distinction has to be made 
between intensity of pain and the 


reaction to tt. 


§ woman, for instance, cried 
and complained from the outset, 
even though her pain measure- 
ments indicated only 2 to 4 dols 
It was notable, too, that late in the 
first stage, 11 of the 13 women 
were sweating and crying with 
each contraction. Pain was severe 

7 to 10 dols. Yet one woman 
showed little evidence of pain 

From the study, it’s evident that 
psychological factors are involved 
and affect the behavior of women 
in labor. And investigators else- 
where, measuring other kinds of 
pain, have found the same factors 
at work 

They've determined that pain, 
contrary to what you've long 


heard, actually hurts the same for 
practically everyone. In_ other 
words, there’s physical equality to 
the reception of pain. But there’s 
no psychological equality. 

Man or woman, if you’re an 
emotional person, you'll react 
more dramatically to pain than a 
reserved person will. Emotions 
carried over from past experience 
may be involved. If your father, for 
example, was anguished by ar- 
thritis, then you may take a severe 
toothache or burn in stride, but an 
even mild pain in any joint. re- 
minding you of your father’s 
travail, may bother you. 

Yet, until very recently, virtual 
ly no attention was paid to emotion 
in childbirth pain. The emphasis 
1as been on physical aspects. 


W. have a multiplicity of drugs 
and techniques to alleviate pain by 
physical action. 

There are anesthetics such as 
ether and nitrous-oxide-and-oxy- 
gen which, inhaled in quantity, 
obliterate pain by producing un- 
consciousness 

There are analgesics which relieve 
pain without loss of consciousness. 
Barbiturates such as sodium amy- 
tal and nembutal, given in suffi- 
cient quantity by mouth or hypo- 
dermic, act as analgesics. 

There are also amnesiac drugs 
such as hyoscine and paraldehyde 
which cause forgetfulness of pain. 

And the various types of drugs 
are often used in combination. 


ee see what goes on in most 
hospitals today when a woman in 
active labor is admitted. After the 
customary examination and prep- 
aration for delivery, she’s given a 
capsule of a barbiturate so she can 
relax and fall asleep while sull in 
the early first stage. 

Later, as contractions become 
harder and more frequent and the 
cervix dilates increasingly, she may 
wake up, be given an injection of 
dermerol, an analgesic, plus the 
amnesiac hyoscine, and she’s off to 
sleep again. 

A few hours later, she'll wake 
again because of severity of con- 
tractions. Now, with cervix fully 
dilated and second stage begin- 
ning, procedure changes. She stays 
conscious—even though a little 
mentally clouded—to do her part, 
bearing down with abdominal 
muscles.

ink toward the end of the 
second stage, she gets an anesthet- 
ic, usually an inhalant like nitrous- 
oxide-and-oxygen, which puts her 
under until her baby is delivered. 

There may be variations in tim- 
ing, and there can be many varia- 
tions in drugs used. But, in general, 
this is a representative picture. 

The variety of drugs available, 
as you may suspect, indicates that 
none is a panacea. Virtually all 
doctors admit this. 

“After almost a century,” de- 
clares Dr. Claude E. Heaton, New 
York University specialist, “‘the 
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ideal agent for relief of pain in 
childbirth has not been found.’ 
Che basic problem is that when 
you give a drug in childbirth, 
you're giving it not to one but to two 
And there are dangers 
Even more than weight or size, 
it’s the development of the baby’s 


people 


breathing mechanism which de- 
termines its ability to live 
And drugs may affect breathing 


velopment in very severely asphyxi- 
ated newborn babies who showed 
no physical evidence of injury at 
birth 

But the picture isn’t all dark. 

Generally, the effect of drugs on 
the baby is in direct proportion to 
the total dosage. In expert hands, 
pain-killing drugs selected for the 
specific case can be used with rea- 
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centers of the baby, particularly 
the respiratory center. 


“a 
Several years ago, Dr. Alfred C. 
Beck, professor emeritus of ob- 
stetrics, Long Island College of 


Medicine, and Dr. Emerson L 
Stone, professor of obstetrics at 
Yale, were among the first to warn 
that many babies with apparently 
perfect bodies whose heartbeats 
stopped before they could be made 
to breathe were victims of oxygen 
deficiency caused by anesthesia. 
More recently, Dr. Franklin F. 
Snyder of Harvard made a signifi- 
cant study. He was able to show 


that, even during contractions of 


normal labor, the oxygen supply to 
the baby in the uterus was reduced. 
About 3 percent of babies born 
without analgesia showed severe 
oxygen deficiency. But, in cases 
where the mother had deep anes- 
thesia, severe asphyxia was noted 
in 9 percent of the babies. The 
risk was tripled by drugs. 

Does prolonged oxygen shortage 
during labor affect the baby’s 
mental development? Dr. R. A. 
Darke, analyzing 25,000 deliveries 
at New York Hospital and the 
University of Pennsylvania Hos- 
pital, discovered that there was 


trying to de-emphasize maternal 
analgesics—to use them in de- 
creased quantities. 

But a great difficulty in the way 
is the increasing demand among ex- 
pectant mothers for painlessness 
and complete oblivion. This has 
grown so much that many women 
who don’t need the procedure are 
demanding to have their babies by 
Caesarian section—still a relatively 
dangerous operation that short- 
circuits labor contractions and the 
normal process of birth. 


Meanwhile, there have been ef- 
forts to find effective painkillers 
that are free of danger. One in par- 
ticular has been highly publicized; 
another will be. 

Back in 1942, the continuous 
caudal anesthesia method was 
first introduced into the United 
States 

Pain in labor is carried by nerves 
leading backward to the spinal 
cord. General anesthetics and anal- 
gesics act by affecting conscious- 
ness of pain at higher centers. But 
caudal—a continuous injection of 
a drug at the base of the spine— 
blocks the pain pathways Jocally. 

Caudal eliminates pain, and yet

the mother stays conscious. More- 
over, it avoids depressing the 
breathing of mother and baby 

But the method isn’t suitable for 
all women. In some, for one reason 
or another, it’s not possible to in- 
troduce the needle in the proper 
site, and as many as 30 percent 
failures have been reported 

Also, caudal interferes with the 
muscular action needed to push 
the baby downward through the 
birth canal and thus frequently 
makes it necessary for the doctor to 
use forceps about the baby’s head 
to pull it out. So caudal, many doc- 
tors believe, isn’t advisable unless 
the baby is low and labor is pro- 
ceeding at a good pace. When pull 
on forceps has to be strong and pro- 
longed, damage can be done to the 
baby. 

Under other circumstances, too 

when the mother is too fat, pro- 
foundly anemic, or has skin infec- 
tions anywhere on the body—doc- 
tors hesitate to use caudal. And 
finally, specially trained techni- 
cians, often an extra doctor. are 
needed to administer it 


. 
Sains (saddle) block. the latest 
drug method, is, like caudal, a lo- 
cal anesthesia. It too allows the 
mother to stay conscious and 
avoids depressing respiration. And 
administration is brief and simple 

The patient sits over the side of 
a bed, a fine needle is passed 
through the spine between two of 
the lower vertebrae, and a minute 
amount of anesthetic such as nu- 
percaine is injected. The needle is 
removed; the patient lies down; 
pains disappear 

Chicago Lying-In Hospital, one 
of the first large maternity hospi- 
tals to give the technique a compre- 
hensive trial, studied 719 cases in a 
14-month period. Nearly 80 per- 
cent of the babies cried in less than 
a minute after delivery. 

However, spinal block isn’t en- 
tirely without penalty. As many as 
13 percent of mothers have been re- 
ported to suffer moderate to severe 
headache afterward. Absolute bed 
rest for several days is often needed. 

While spinal block can be used 
with more patients than can cau-

dal, it is, according to some esti- 
mates, useful only in about half of 
all deliveries. It’s not for people 
with diseases of the nervous system 
and spine, nor for those with low 
blood pressure. Some women, too, 
are sensitive to the drugs injected 
And there are other conditions un- 
der which it should not be used. 

Both caudal and spinal have 
definite advantages over inhaled 
anesthetics. But their use comes in 
the second stage of labor. In the 
first, analgesics and amnesiac 
drugs are used 


I, is against this background that 
a revolutionary new approac h to 
child-bearing has appeared—the 
so-called ‘natural childbirth” 
method first reported by Dr 
Grantly Dick Read of England 
and now gaining incre asing popu- 
larity here 

But, contrary to misguided sto- 
ries about it, natural childbirth is 
not completely painless childbirth 
Nor is it, necessarily, childbirth 
without drugs 

It is a recognition and a use of 
the fact that in childbirth emotional 
factors are involved. 

Childbirth, Read holds, is a 
natural function. And, as such, it 
isn’t meant to be agonizing. Pain 
is the end result of the fear with 
which a woman approaches labor. 
For fear sets up tension. And ten- 
sion produces pain 

Recall the paper-bag analogy for 
the uterus—with your hands repre- 
senting the longitudinal muscles 
that push the baby along, and the 
rubber band standing for the cir- 
cular muscle band, the cervix, at 
the outlet of the uterus. 

As contractions start, the cervix 
should relax. Just as when, for ex- 
ample, you flex your arm, the bi- 
ceps contract and the triceps relax 
[he cervix should keep relaxing 
until, as the child nears it, the exit 
is fully open 

Only, according to Read, the 
trouble comes—the pain and 
anguish—when fear tenses the cer- 
vix, drains it of elasticity. Fear 
keeps the cervix from opening 
readily. And, with contractions 
pushing the baby forward and

against it, the real pain results. The 
pain increases fear. Fear produces 
more tension. The cycle is vicious. 

Why the original fear? 

It’s the fear of the unknown, the 
mysterious. Complicated by the 
fact that all her life a woman has 
heard that labor is painful. From 
Mother, even from maiden aunts 

Remove the fear, Read declares, 
and you eliminate tension. Result 
pain is actually reduced. And, 
more than avoiding dangers of ex- 
cessive use of drugs, you allow the 
woman to be conscious and “‘pres- 
ent” at the birth of her child, you 
give her oneof the great experi- 
ences of her life. 


A: Grace-New Haven Hospital 
where a large-scale experimental 
project under joint auspices of Yale 
School of Medicine and the Ma- 
ternity Center Association has been 
going on, some 1,100 women have 
given birth to their babies by 
natural childbirth—women from 
all walks of life, first-time mothers 
and veterans. 

Early in pregnancy and again in 
the last three months, each mother 
at Grace attends one lecture by a 
physician and two exercise classes 
by a nurse. 

All old wives’ tales~are ripped 
apart for her. She learns exactly 
what happens in pregnancy and 
labor. She’s freed of unnecessary 
fear arising from ignorance. 

She also learns muscular relaxa- 
tion techniques and postural and 
breathing exercises to use during 
labor. And, as she visits the hos- 
pital for instruction, she sees labor 
and delivery rooms, meets floor 
nurses and resident physicians; so 
the hospital, when she enters in 
labor, is no cold, austere, forbid- 
ding institution. 

Expectant fathers also attend 
classes, learn the physical facts of 
labor and not only what to expect, 
but what they can do. 

When D-Day comes, the soon- 
to-be-mother enters a familiar 
place and, usually, with her is her 
husband. He stays with her, too 

There’s little if any discomfort 
for most women in early first stage. 
To help relaxation, a small amount 
of sedation may be given. 


Critical period comes at the end 
of the first stage when about 50 
percent of women have backache. 
It’s at this point that the husband 
helps—not merely by moral sup- 
port, but by skillful, pain-easing 
back-rubbing. 

Moreover, discomfort is fre- 
quently dealt with by the nurse or 
doctor who simply reminds the 
woman what is happening and as- 
sures her that, as she knows, after 
10 or 12 contractions more, it will 
all be much easier. A small amount 
of additional sedation? Yes, if she 
would like it. Even a few whiffs,of 
nitrous-oxide-oxygen? That, too, 
if, again, she'd like it. 

Knowing relaxation and breath- 
ing helps during the second stage. 
So do reports from the doctor tell- 
ing her how her baby is progress- 
ing in the birth channel, keeping 


her informed and interested. And 
again—if she likes—a few whiffs of 
nitrous-oxide-oxygen 

Of the 1,100 women, 948 were 
fully conscious at birth of their 
babies. All but 90 were delivered 
without use of operative help such 
as use of forceps. About 25 percent 
went through labor without medi- 
cation of any kind. 


iis the program make labor a 
picnic—entirely painless? No. Of 
400 women who had their babies in 
the first two years the program was 
in operation, only two found that 
having a child this way was entire- 
ly painless 

For most women, there is some 
pain—but no agony. They were 
content to take the little pain in 
return for the advantages. 

The advantages, as reported by 
Yale doctors, sum up to these: 

Safer for both mothers and their 
babies 

Length of labor seems to be 
shortened, complications are less, 
convalescence is improved. 

And women have a feeling of 
satisfaction in accomplishment that 
benefits them physically and psy- 
chologically 

rhey often reach heights of ex- 
ultation. As one woman wrote to 
Better Homes & Gardens while this 
article was being prepared: “This 
was a far cry from the birth of my 
other three children. It was a spir- 
itual experience to me. I’m sure 
that those present and fully con- 
scious in any birth room would ad- 
mit that the presence of a Supreme 
Being is realized. Surely this would 
have some psychological effect on 
the baby and the mother and in 
their relationship with each other.” 


| here’s still another advantage. 
For the first time, the husband has 
a real chance to help. Instead of 
being doomed to exclusion and 
frustration, to the pop-eyed, hand- 
wringing, corridor-walking role 
of the gags and jokes, he can now, 
in childbirth, as in other aspects of 
marriage, be a partner if he wishes 
to be—not merely sustaining. his 
wife’s morale with love and under- 
standing, but even physically help- 
ing to relieve discomfort. 
One husband whose wife had 
had her baby at New Haven was 
not joking when he told me: “‘Tak- 
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ing an active, informed part in la- 
bor is good for the soul—-the hus- 
band’s.” 

Yet, in the face of all the claimed 
advantages, attacks have been in- 
creasing recently against natural 
childbirth 


i® major sore point 


Read, the critics say impl 
childbirth, being a natural process, 
shouldn’t be painful. And that 
primitive women have an easicr 
time of it than women “degener- 
ated by civilization.” 

Not so, they say. Why is it in- 
evitable that a natural process be 
painless! And as for primitive 
women in labor, the only careful 
scientific study made—among the 
Pima and Apache Indians—led 
Alex Hrdlicka, a doctor as well 
anthropologist, to conclude: “The 
healthy Indian woman suffers 
quite as much and as long as the 
normal white woman.” 

Other critics declare that natu- 
ral childbirth is a step backward 
an ill-advised return to the primi- 
tive. While admitting that there is 
no ideal drug to insure complete 
pain relief in all women, yet since 
the practice of pain-killing has ac- 
companied a decided decline in 
maternal and infant mortality, 
they argue that this is no time to 
change procedures 


as 


|; natural childbirth 
proponents point out that the de- 
cline in maternal and infant mor- 
tality has been mainly the result of 
wonder drugs and aseptic tech- 
niques—not painkillers. 

And as for this being a step back- 
ward, a return to the primitive, 
Hazel Corbin, director of the Ma- 
ternity Center Association, has a 
terse reply: “Primitive childbirth 
is what ignorant women did in ig- 
norance. Natural childbirth is 
what prepared women do with the 
aid of prepared husbands and pre- 
pared help. There’s a considerable 
difference.” 

There are still other critics who 
don’t believe that Read’s analysis 
of the cause of labor pain is en- 
tirely correct on anatomical or 
physiological grounds 

But, as Doctor Goodrich and 
Dr. Herbert Thoms of Yale point 
out: “Whether this assumption 
(just how, according to Read, fear 
causes pain in labor) is scientifical- 
ly correct from the viewpoints of 
anatomy, physiology, and psychol- 
ogy is not too important. Our ex- 
perience has taught us that it 
works.” 


What does all this add up to? 
Certainly not to the utter confusion 
it appears to be in the headlines. 
In perspective, the sum total is 
good news. 

While we've been acquiring in- 
creasingly effective drugs, now 
finally we're exploring the psy- 
chological aspects of labor. Natu- 
ral childbirth doesn’t exclude drugs;

Don’t throw away that battered wreck. 
Maybe you can fix it up and save the cost 


of a new piece. Here is how to do the job 


¥ can save money by reconditioning your old furni- 
ture. Many an ailing chest, chair, or table needs only a few 
hours of work to make it houseworthy again. 

With a good supply of patience and a few tools, you can 
convert an old wreck into a serviceable piece of furniture, 
and have a lot of fun doing it. 

Your first problem, of course, is to repair damaged 
parts. The photographs show standard ways of handling 
the most common furniture repairs. 

Tools and supplies you may need include a knife, a wood 
chisel or two, saw, hammer, screwdriver, nail set, brace 
and bits, wood rasp, flat mill file of the type used on metal, 
sandpaper (No. 1, No. 0, and No. 00), perhaps a little 80- 
or 100-grit abrasive cloth, steel wool (No. 00), glue, nails, 
and wood screws. 

As you work, remember that sharp-cutting tools save a 
lot of time and trouble. And until you acquire skill, re- 
member that extra care is a good substitute for it. 


Before—Rebuilding doors is a 
common repair job. The door of 
this 80-year-old chest had 
come apart. A furniture butcher 
nailed on a heavy plank, then 
cut out the shelf so door would 
close. The case is serious, but 
not hopeless; the pictures show 
how repair was made. The same 
techniques can be used on other 
parts of a piece of furniture 


After—it requires close inspection to discover that this walnut 
chest was once a near-wreck. After repairs were made, the 
old finish was stripped off with varnish remover. The new 
finish includes stain and filler on new wood, one coat of thin 
shellac; one coat of clear lacquer, and two coats of paste wax

That touchy problem of allowances 


—how do you handle it? 


By Pearle Lafont Hammond 


Mos: parents agree on the im- 
portance of giving a child his own 
money to spend. Some believe in 
regular allowances. Some believe 
youngsters should “earn” their 
spending money by little jobs 
around the home. My husband and 
I can’t go along with the latter 
school. We don’t think the money 
a child gets from his family is 
something to be earned. 

Of course we believe that chil- 
dren must learn to work. But we 
do not think that the work they do 
in the home should have any con- 
nection with the money they re- 
ceive from their parents. 

We want to bring up our chil- 
dren in a close-knit unit of mutual 
love and helpfulness. We want 
their earliest memories to be of 
Daddy helping Mother with the 
dishes. Then when they see Mother 
helping in the yard, it will be a part 
of the normal scheme of things. A 
little later, they'll fit right in. [rll 
be fun to hand Daddy the screw- 
driver, or set the table for Mom. 


When children start to school— 
or perhaps even before—most of 
them begin to receive a nickel or 
dime each week, to spend as they 
see fit (with proper encourage- 
ment toward saving some, of 
course). Why do so many parents 
choose this time to spoil the child’s 
idea of free giving of his time and 
energy to those he loves? 

Why do they tell him he will 
now get an allowance for doing 
tasks that he has been accepting as 
his contribution to the family? 

If you tell him he is now getting 
paid because he makes his bed 
each morning and empties the 
wastebaskets, his outlook under- 
goes a subtle change. Gradually he 
gets the feeling that one does things 
for money—not for love. 

Now please don’t misunderstand 
me. We certainly are not against 
his learning about earning. We do, 
however, believe that an allowance 
should not be used for this purpose. 
The word itself means a share. A 
child’s allowance is the portion of 


the family income that goes to him 
for his own individual purchases or 
for his piggy bank. The amount 
must be proportionate to his ex- 
perience and understanding. It will 
grow as he grows. But it should 
never be used for a wage—or a bribe. 

If you have told Mary that she 
gets her allowance because she 
does certain household chores, 
what do you do if she becomes ill? 
Do you stop her allowance? You’re 
hardly that hardhearted! But if 
she continues to get her weekly 
quarter, how are you to justify the 
idea you put into her head that she 
was working for it? 


Recently we picked up a bundle- 
laden friend at the grocery. As we 
drove toward her home, our two 
girls proudly displayed the new 
purses they had just bought with 
their allowances, saved over a 
period of weeks. 

“Jerry didn’t get his allowance 
this week,” announced our friend. 
“We pay him 30 cents a week when 
he makes his bed, dries the dishes 
once a day, and runs the vacuum 
on Saturdays. But if he doesn’t do 
it, he doesn’t get paid.” Our 
daughters just stared at her. 

“Sometimes,” our friend con- 
tinued, “he doesn’t care whether 
he gets it or not. But if there’s 
something he wants badly, then he 
is very unhappy not to have earned 
his money.” 


To some, this may seem logical; 
it doesn’t to us. Letting a child 
shirk his household tasks is bad 
enough. But think of the feeling of 
uncertainty that he must have, 
with his allowance on this basis. 
“Shall I wash the dishes tonight or 
—oh, I'd rather play ball—still, I 
want to see the show next Satur- 
day—” Then if the gang comes by 
for him, he’s lost. If Jerry’s parents 
should relent and give him his al- 
lowance, even though he hasn’t 
quite lived up to his share of the 
bargain, he’ll smugly think he’s 
putting one over on them. He’s 
getting that “something for noth-

The child who helps because 
he wants to, feels much happier, 
more secure, and more important 
Around here, when we do big jobs 
that require all four of us, we refer 
to them as “‘family projects.” 


Huw about earning money away 
from home? Should the opportunity 
beckon, it’s a fine thing for children 
to earn money on the outside. Not 
long ago my friend, Sarah, told me 
about an experience her little girl 
had helping a neighbor pick up 
trash. After a pleasant afternoon of 
chatting—and being more or less 
useful—Ruth Ellen came home 
glowing. The neighbor had given 
her a dime! She was very thrilled 
and proud of this achievement 
her first wage away from home. To 
her amazement, her mother re- 
acted diflerently 

“Ruth Ellen, you take that 
money back!’ In 
strange fashion, Sarah’s pride had 
become involved. “You helped 
Mrs. Smith because you like her,” 
“Explain that we 
pay you an allowance. The neigh- 
bors don’t need to pay you.”’ There 
probably aren’t many parents who 
would go to this extreme. But as 
Sarah told her story, I kept think- 
ing how confusing these ideas must 
have been to her daughter. But 
her mother was determined to im- 
press on her that one does charit- 
able things outside the home and re- 
ceives money for work done at 
home. This is a distorted concept if 
I ever heard one. It must be re- 
versed sooner or later. Naturally 
we all believe in doing generous 
things outside the home with no 
though of financial gain. But more 
than anything else, we should foster 
a spirit of unselfish helpfulness in- 
side our home 

Your child’s allowance is a 
training program in money man- 
agement. But sharing in the job of 
running his home and family is a 
pleasurable responsibility. Teach 
that to him now, and you will train 
him for a well-adjusted adulthood 
and family life of his own. You 
have made allowance for love.

you need a hall...

i biggest drawback in most of the small 
homes built in the last 15 years is lack of privacy. 
Chief cause is the complete absence of a front 
hall to screen off the living room 

If you can leap from your front door into the 
middle of your living room, if someone at the 
door can survey the whole room in summer, or if 
you feel drafts from the front door during the 
winter, something should be done. And you can 
do it yourself before cold weather arrives. 

Here are eight practical suggestions for screen- 
ing your front door from your living room. 
Some are purely decorative; others have dual 
use. Some will stop winter drafts, while still

For an inexpensive screen, use a bamboo window 
blind, hung from a ceiling board edged with 1x3 
strips and supported by bamboo poles (see your 
tug dealer). Secure screen to floor so it won't flap 


If you need a screen and more shelves, 
too, this unit may serve your purpose. 
Sides and shelves are 1x12's, with the 
back of '/4-inch plywood. Heights of 
these shelves vary from 10 to 15 inches 
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On the living-room side from chair arm 
to ceiling are open shelves faced with 
half-round moldings. On the door side 
are low shelves hidden behind sliding 
doors. Use 34-inch plywood throughout 


This screen can vary in depth from 6 to 
12 inches, and in height from 6 to 8 feet, 
depending on what you need it for. Use 
1-inch stock throughout, with squares of 
translucent glass for the backs of shelves 
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You can make a low screen out of 
four low, two-shelf cases. Screw the 
backs and ends together, then cover 
top joint with a long planting box 


For a vertical effect, set 1x8's on 
swivels in floor and ceiling. With 
screw eyes attach a horizontal oper- 
ating bar on door side, so louvers 
can be pivoted to control breeze 





For an airy effect, saw 1x12's diagonally, put 
the wide ends at the top, and nail them to 
1x6 crosspieces. Pierce a horizontal shelf to 
hold the plants, and let potted plants climb 
around large dowels glued into all uprights

You can increase 


your house plants 


By L. C. Grove 


.. a funny thing about house plants—whenever 
you get an attractive one, you wish you had more like 
it. Happily, you can get those additional plants 
without too much trouble and at no expense. 
Methods vary somewhat according to the type of 


plant you want to propagate. But there are a few 
general rules. For one thing, all rooted cuttings need 
good potting soil. For most kinds of house plants, 
the ideal soil consists of 3 parts good garden soil, 1 
part sand, 1 part crumbly compost or peat. 

You should pot cuttings in this soil mixture when 
the roots are about 1 inch long. More roots will 
develop quickly if you dip the base of each cutting 
in one of the available root-hormone powders. 

Plants being started also need a constant supply 
of moisture. The soil must never dry out, although 
it shouldn’t be soggy, either. Also, plants being rooted 
should never be in direct sunlight, although they 
should have good light. 

Now read on to find out how to produce new 
plants from a number of indoor favorites:

Take the end 
of the runner, or stolon, and cover it with about a half 
inch of soil. Firm the soil and see that it is watered until 
the moisture appears through the drainage hole of the pot.

Secondhand lumber

Here are three sources of bargain-basement 
lumber. Putting old materials to new uses is 


a good way to balance a home-repair budget 
By George Daniels 


r 

ue a bargain waiting for you in used lumber. For 
small household jobs like building vegetable bins or preserve 
shelves, it’s usually free. For larger projects like building a 
playhouse or adding a storage wing to your garage, it’s 
ivailable at about half the price of new material. 

Free lumber comes from old crates, the half-price lum- 
ber from house-wrecking concerns. 

You can resurface old lumber most efficiently with a 
power jointer or belt sander. You can also do the job, though 
much more slowly, with a plane and hand sanding. For 
rough jobs, little preparation is needed so long as the lumber 
is sound. For more pretentious jobs, select used lumber that 
is near a finishing grade of smoothness before you start. 

If old lumber has an unbroken coat of paint or varnish, 
you can be reasonably certain the wood below is in excellent 
condition. You can strip off old finish with chemical paint 
remover, and remove dark stains with commercial bleach. 

Nail holes and other mars can be concealed. If you plan 
to paint, fill them with wood plastic or wood putty, slightly 
more than full. Let filler harden, then sand smooth. To fill 
such holes under a natural finish, use stick shellac, stick 
lacquer, or wood plastic, selected to match the final finish.

Such lumber is usually sound and knot-free. You'll 
have to smooth it to the degree necessary for your 
project. You also can salvage bolts, corner irons. 


Half-price lumber. Dealers in secondhand lumber 
stack it by use, as siding, studding, or flooring. In- 
spect it carefully; used lumber isn’t graded, can’t be 
returned. You arrange delivery, may have to pull 
nails. You'll find bargains in mantels, columns, 
doors. Sometimes you can buy at the wrecking site. 


Name-your-own-price lumber. You are on your 
own, in the Yankee horse-trader tradition, when you 
are bargaining for lumber in a dilapidated building. 
If you do the wrecking, start with a small building. 
Taking down a large structure is dangerous for an 
amateur.

How to free 
rusted bolts 


Loosening nut. Two or 
three applications of light, 
penetrating oil, allowed to 
soak in for several hours, 
often free rusted nuts. Start 
a nut on its way off with a 
sharp hammer blow to break 
remaining corrosion loose. 


For round heads. Carriage 
bolts with round heads are 
difficult to remove if wood 
around square shoulder has 
loosened. If you can pry up 
head, hold it with a pipe 
wrench as you unscrew nut. 
Heads of machine and stove 
bolts can be held rigidly 
with wrench or screwdriver. 


Or cut slot. A carriage bolt 
may be so tight you can’t 
get a grip on it. In that 
case, cut a slot in the head 
with a hack saw. Then you 
can hold the head with a 
screwdriver while you turn 
the nut off. A hack saw can 
sometimes be used to cut 
through the bolt just inside 
the nut.

Or cut nut off. Sometimes a 
nut won't turn. You can cut 
it off, without damage to 
bolt or lumber. Back up nut 
with a sledge hammer, and 
drive cold chisel into side 
of nut. Usually it will be 
loose long before it splits 
off like this. Use a second 
bolt to drive rusted one out. 


File head square. If a pipe 
wrench is not available, you 
can file opposite sides of 
the head of a carriage bolt. 
That will let you get a firm 
grip on it with a flat or ad- 
justable wrench while you 
turn nut off opposite end.

Removing rusted screws 


Clean slot. If screw slot is full of 
rust or paint, clean itout. A brad awl 
or ice pick will do good cleaning 
job. With a roundheaded screw or 
slotted bolt, clean slot with jig-saw 
or hack-saw blade. Or buy hard- 
ened screwdriver that will hold 
edge while digging out slots. 


Surge of power. To loosen rusted- 
in screw, you need a sharp surge 
of power. To get it, clamp a cres- 
cent wrench on screwdriver blade; 
you can get great leverage. Even 
better for starting a stuck screw 
is a rachet brace fitted with a 
screwdriver bit. Some rust-frozen 
screws can be freed by pressing a 
hot soldering iron on the head. 


Offset screwdriver. An inexpen- 
sive tool that is handy for loosening 
stuck screws is the offset screw- 
driver. It comes in various sizes, 
lets you work in out-of-the-way 
corners without difficulty. Again, 
it is side leverage that does the 
job. Once the screw is loosened, a 
ratchet screwdriver speeds removal.

How old should a youngster be to have a dog? See below 


By Russell K. Lowry 


My 3-vear-old daughter is crazy 
about dogs and wants a puppy of her 
own, I guess we'll have to go through 
with it. Is she old enough to have a 
dog?—F.. E. Z.. New York. 

Most children love dogs. But a 
child should be 4 or 5 years old be- 
fore being trusted with a frolicking, 
healthy pup. Such animals are 
lively, do a lot of jumping, and can 
unwittingly injure a child in the 
face or on the arms and hands 
Ihe bigger the breed, the more 
danger. Then, a small boy or girl 
will often, unintentionally, over- 
play or tease a puppy to distrac- 
tion. Result—a snap or a bite, plus 
a pet who learns to dislike chil- 
dren. My advice: Wait a year or 


two. 


How can I keep my dog off the 
furniture?—F.. T.. Kentucky. 

Set a couple of mousetraps on 
the sofa, chair, or bed, probably 
covering them up a little. They 
won't hurt the dog, but will startle 
him in an unpleasant way. Keep 
at it. 


In a few weeks, we will receive a 
Golden Retriever puppy. My hus- 
band wants the dog to be a hunter. 
Can the same dog be a good hunter 
and also a suitable pet for a child? 

Vrs. G. C. G., tH Minnesota. 

Yes, you can have a good field 
animal and a fine companion for 
children in the same dog. In fact, 
being trained for the field sharpens 
any dog’s realization of his respon- 
sibilities. 
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Do cats get distemper? Last 
spring, my cat was stricken with 
something which greatly resembled 
the distemper my dog once had, but 
friends tell me only dogs and foxes 
get distemper.— Mrs. J. B. C., Ili- 
nots. 

Your cat probably had feline 
enteritis, which is the counterpart 
of distemper in dogs. Symptoms 
are about identical—high fever, 
loss of appetite, marked decrease of 
white blood cells, loss of flesh, de- 
pression, diarrhea, vomiting, pus 
discharge from eyes and nose. The 
disease, like distemper, is highly 
contagious, runs a rapid and vio- 
lent course, often wiping out the 
entire young cat population in 
certain districts 


We built a nice doghouse for our 
7-months-old dog, but he refuses to go 
in and stay any length of time. He 


just walks in and out again.—H.

Don’t worry about your dog not 
staying in his house. Dogs like to be 
out where they can see, hear, and 
smell all that’s going on.

will seek shelter and comfort in- 
side. Be sure the doghouse is 
weather-tight for winter, with a 
deep bed of straw for necessary 
warmth 


We are fond of our little dog and 
want to keep her in the best condi- 
tion. Someone told us that females 
who have never had a litter have 
poor health in later life. Is this true? 

Mrs. W. M., Ontario, Canada. 

Female dogs who have never 
had pups do sometimes have or- 
ganic upsets in their later years, 
but this is not necessarily the rule 
But most dog experts and veteri- 
narians seem agreed that mating 
the female rounds out her life, 
stimulates spirit, and brings out 
the “bloom.” 


Where can I obtain a dog harness 
to hitch up our large dog to a cart to 
pull our children around?—G. B., 
New Hampshire. 

I know what you mean, but to 
the best of my knowledge, these 
harnesses are not made as a stock 
item. They must be made to your 
order either by a saddle maker or 
leather shop. 


My 10-year-old dog has dropsy. 
What causes the disease? Is there 
any cure?—F. M. B., New Jersey. 

Dropsy (ascites) is usually the re- 
sult of disease conditions affecting 
the heart, liver, or kidneys. It is 
most prevalent in old dogs. Treat- 
ment is not very satisfactory. The 
condition can be relieved by punc- 
turing and drawing off the fluid, 
but the distress tends to recur. An 
afflicted dog should be under the 
care of a veterinarian. 


We are soon moving to our neu 
country home, and we plan on buy- 
ing a puppy. My husband wants a 
Boxer, my 8-year-old son wants a 
Collie, and I favor a Pekingese. Of 
the three, what breed would be best? 

Mrs. G. C. T., Maryland. 

All three breeds make fine pets. 
But here are interesting statistics 
recently made known by a “dog 
research” agency. First, the smaller 
the community, the bigger and 
heavier the breeds of dogs you'll 
find. However, among other facts, 
it was found that in 75 percent of 
cases, it was the housewife who fell 
heir to feeding and exercising the 
family dog, with the husband as- 
suming this care in 15 percent of 
cases, the children 10 percent. On 
this basis, you should at least have 
a voice in whatever selection is 
made. 


My cat has kittens, and my fe- 
male dog has adopted them as though 
they were her own, She licks them, 
lies down with them, tries to pick 
them up. I'm afraid she will injure 
them. What can I do?—Miss A. 
B., Connecticut. 

There is nothing serious in your 
dog wanting to mother the kittens 
as long as she doesn’t antagonize 
the mother cat. It is rather com- 
mon. Pretty soon she’ll get over her 
illusions, and all will be okay.

One over-all rule applies: Vis- 
ualize the real jobs the various en- 
trances will be called upon to per- 
form. Who will be coming in or 
going out? Where will they want 
to go? How many jobs can each 
doorway perform suitably? 

Phere is no pat answer. A com- 
bined carport-entrance canopy 
works well in Florida, but is hard- 
ly the answer for an isolated New 
England house where the garage 
doubles as a woodshed, mud room, 
and hanger for animprovised snow- 
plow. A broad garage door facing 
the street and just off the sidewalk 
is fine if the door is shut every time

The problem originates with the 
garage. It must be properly com- 
bined with the main entrance to 
the house and the delivery en- 
trance. One way is to use a single 
entrance door to a hall or foyer 
flanking the kitchen, opening into, 
but screened from, the living area. 
Such a “one-door” plan saves 
money, since you save on Ww eather- 
stripping, a canopy to keep off 
rain, an entrance platform and 
walk, outside light, inside switch, 
and so on. You must make pro- 
vision for trash and laundry dry- 
ing, though, before the problem 
can be considered solved. 


A separate kitchen or laundry 


door need not be a delivery en- 
trance. It’s often better to consider 
such a door purely as a conven- 
ience for taking out laundry or 
serving out of doors, leaving the 
main entrance for deliveries. 

Decide whether you really need 
an inside connection between 
garage and house, which requires 
fireproofing and is therefore ex- 
pensive. As convenient and more 
economical is a sheltered outside 
connection, either between the 
garage door and the entrance, or 
between a door at the side or back 
of the garage and the entrance. 

Your convenience, your pocket- 
book, and the appearance of your 
house are at stake. Give them every 
break they have coming.

ll. Fan belt. A loose fan belt 
causes inefficient water pump and 
generator operation; a frayed belt 
will soon break and put them out 
of operation altogether. A too- 
tight belt grinds out the bearing 
surfaces of the water pump and 
generator shafts. So have your belt 
looked at, adjusted, replaced if 
necessary. 


12. Fuel system. Moisture can 
condense in your gasoline tank, 
freeze, and restrict the pipe lines. 
You can’t very well predict it, 
but you can take the precaution 
of buying reputable brands of gas 
from a station having a big turn- 
over, and keeping the tank full as 
possible to lessen condensation. 
Dirt in the fuel-pump bow! can 
also restrict gasoline flow. Your 
carburetor can be dirty or out of 
adjustment. Your automatic choke 
can be working poorly. Your mani- 
fold heater valve can be rusted 
tight and cause improper fuel-air 
mixing. Have them checked. 


item in all winter preparation. Be 
sure that it is working right. In 
winter you just can’t see without it 
And until you can see, you should 
not turn out of the driveway. 


Now, what about price? What 
should good service cost? Only you 
can judge your serviceman. You 
should be able to find out exactly 
what he intends to do for the price 
of his seasonal service offer. If there 
is a lot of “‘check this, check that,” 
be sure the checking is thorough. 
Ask for a record of any deficiencies 
revealed. On the other hand, a serv- 
iceman won't work “for fun.”’ To 
inspect brakes, for example, a wheel 
must be pulled, linings inspected, 
the master cylinder cover removed, 
fluid level checked, and the pipes 
and pedal linkages carefully looked 
over. This takes time. 

So, don’t expect seasonal service 
for nothing—in fact, steer away 
from shops that offer too much for 
too little. Good mechanics can’t 
afford to market their time and 
abilities for a song.

Check it by holding the towel up to a strong light. Light 
should barely show through. Hems and selvages take hard 
use, too, so be sure they’re even and well reinforced. 

Is a soft terry towel best? Not always. You can buy towels in 
any of three textures: soft terry for sensitive skin, medium- 
soft terry, and hard terry for a brisk rubdown. “Shastamane. 

Are dark colors as absorbent as light ones? In quality towels, ran double or twin sizes — cedar 
the yarn itself is dyed.

Break some leaves from your 
sedums. Lay them on moist 
sand or vermiculite, and 
cover with a sheet of glass, 
allowing a crack for air. See 
how leaves of Burro Tail 
(Sedum morganianum) have 
developed new roots and 
leaves (at left). They are 
now ready to place in pots 


Many kinds of begonias with 
large leaves may be used to 
produce a number of new 
plants. Cut leaf from plant 
with an inch of stem. Cut 
through each large vein in 
a semicircle. Place leaf flat 
on moist sand; peg down 
with long wire pins. Cover 
the pot with a sheet of glass.

See the new shoots and roots 
developed by making cuts 
in begonia leaf. Individual 
plandets may be separated 
at this stage and potted in 
3-inch pots. Begonias can 
stand richer soil, two parts 
of compost in the potting 
mixture. Leave enough space 
at top of the pot for watering. 


You can have new Screw 
Pines (Pandanus) in a short 
time if your old one has 
produced suckers like plant 
right. After suckers are re- 
moved, check mother plant. 
Turn pot upside down, and 
knock plant out. If roots are 
brown, crowded, place in a 
pot at least one inch larger. 


Plant each. sucker in a 3- 
inch pot right after removal 
from parent plant. Firm soil 
well. Water sparingly until 
new growth starts; then give 
more water. Shift to larger 
pot when plant outgrows 3- 
inch size.

An expert talks on 
fall rose care 





@ An associate editor of Better 
Homes & Gardens, Dr. Larry 
Grove is a prominent rose ex- 
pert. He is a past president of 
the Iowa Rose Society, now is 
Director of District 10 of the 
American Rose Society. Dis- 


trict 10 includes seven Midwest 
states. This advice on rose-grow- 
ing in the cold, northern states 
is condensed from a talk given 
by Dr. Grove recently before 
the national convention of the 
American Rose Society. 








\f e can grow fine roses in the 


northern areas of rigorous winters 
—perhaps not so large roses as 
those on the Pacific coast, but at 
least as good in quality. Roses in 
any particular area or section must 
be handled according to the con- 
ditions prevailing in that locality 
Many failures are the result of us- 
ing methods in one region because 
they have worked well in another. 


Northern climate 


If northern rose-growers could 
depend on a blanket of snow all 
winter to protect roses, it would be 
a fairly easy task to winter over the 
plants. But often we have open 
winters, with scant snowfall. Winds 
also are stronger and gustier in 
winter, and this, along with sun 
and dryness, is hard on plants 

It isn’t so much the cold that is 
harmful to roses. The sudden, 
vicious changes in weather during 
an open winter, however, cause 
untold havoc to unprotected roses 
There are cases where tempera- 
tures have dropped as much as 40 
degrees in one hour in some areas, 
and almost 70 degrees in 12 hours 
Sudden cold snaps in fall often 
catch many roses unprotected, 
with resultant damage. 


Winter protection 
The wise rose-grower will be 
prepared for such changes, even 
though they don’t happen every 
year. If 6 to 8 inches of soil (more 
in areas of weather) are 
mounded around the bushes in 
early November, few plants will 
be lost by sudden temperature 
drops. The violent Armistice Day 
blizzard of 1940 in the Midwest 
killed thousands of roses which 
had not been mounded with earth. 

A dry mulch of leaves, straw, or 
other material should not be put 
over rose bushes too early, how- 
ever. Wait until the mounded 
earth is frozen, then mulch.

But in most sections of 
the North, it doesn’t work; spring 
planting is safer than fall planting 

Nevertheless, fall buying is highly 
recommended. You are likely to 
get the cream of the crop by au- 
tumn buying 
beautifully in your back yard. Dig 
a trench about 20 inches deep in 
the vegetable garden or annual 
border. Lay your rose plants in the 
trench, and cover them complete- 
ly with loose soil followed by a 
light mulch 

Ihe plants will come through 
the winter without a single loss. Or 
you can buy them in the fall for 
spring delivery and plant as soon 
as your soil is workable.

Prepare soil in the fall 

Whether you buy your roses in 
the fall or early in the spring, 
you'll want to get them planted as 
soon as possible in the spring. The 
best way to get an early start is to 
prepare the bed in the fall. 

It’s easier to dig in the fall when 
the soil is warm. Trying to turn up 
frozen soil in the spring can be 
backbreaking. Besides, the action 
of frost during the winter will 
break down clumps and improve 
soil texture. In the spring you'll be 
glad that the soil was prepared. 


A word about varieties 

When buying your roses, pick 
out the black spot-resistant vari- 
eties, such as Crimson Glory, 
Nocturne, Peace, and others. Rose- 
growing will be more enjoyable 
when you don’t have to be always 
fighting outbreaks of black spot.

Nevember 1 Today I took my 
time about leaving the house, for I 
wanted to delay what I might find 
outdoors.

You see, when I stuck my head 
between the curtains and peered 
out this a.m., there was a hard 
frost over the ground and every- 
thing.

South 

Start hardy annuals now; flowering will be better than 
in spring. Hold the seeds in the refrigerator for 10 days 
before planting them in Lower South. 

Dig amaryllis and tuberous begonias in the South; leave 
most other bulbs in the soil unless they're too crowded. Dig 
dahlias growing in Upper South. 

Feed camellias this month. Make holes 6 inches deep at 
2-foot intervals under the spread of the branches for plant 
food. 

Adjust your lawn mower to cut high now that your winter 


lawn of ryegrass is ready for its first cut. 


Central-East 
Mulch your daffodils deeply to encourage continued root 
growth; more roots mean larger blooms next spring. 
Plant such shrubs as lilacs, daphne, forsythia, and other 
early-flowering shrubs now. Plant privet and barberry, but 
wait until spring for althea, redbud, wisteria, dogwood, 
flowering almonds, plums, and cherries. 

Plant all hardy bulbs; they may be planted up until the 
ground freezes. Apply several feet of mulch where bulbs 
must be planted real late; then remove mulch when bulbs 
are available. 


Texas-Southwest 

Start the Paperwhite narcissus the first week in November 
for bloom indoors at Christmas time. Plant Dutch and 
Spanish iris now for bloom at Easter; set in groups or drifts. 

Plant sweetpeas this month or next for best flowering re- 
sults. Sow seeds of the ornamental grasses now. 

Water evergreens, trees, shrubs, and roses when a cold 
wave is forecast. Soak camellias twice a week as soon as the 
buds begin to appear. 

Lift tuberoses before frost; they will not bloom if frost 
nips their tips. 


Pacific Northwest 


Set out bait all winter to control snails, cutworms, and 
earwigs during mild weather. Start winter spraying of trees 
and shrubs as soon as leaves fall; fewer insects will be left to 
breed next spring. 

Store tender waterlilies in moist sand in basement. 

Store tulip bulbs in the refrigerator about a month before 
planting out. 


California 
Spray berried shrubs with nicotine sulfate to repel the 
birds. Also spray citrus and other woody plants with a scale- 
cide where scales are present. 
Divide coralbells, perennial asters, crinums, and other 
perennials needing it; better flowers will result next season. 
Feed camellias, and mulch with leafmold.

These are the mars that are bound to appear, sooner 
or later, on your furniture. 

What do you do about it? Do you ignore the mar, 
hoping it won’t be noticed, and wait for the day when you 
can have the piece refinished? 

Complete refinishing is rarely necessary, you’ll be glad 
to know, even with a deep scratch that plows into the 
wood. You can hide most mars with careful application 
of a few easily obtainable materials. The pictures show 
the best emergency treatments for common furniture 
maladies. 

Before you start work, find out what finish is on the 
piece. Test a small hidden section. If alcohol dissolves the 
finish, it’s shellac. Turpentine softens varnish or paint. 
Lacquer thinner affects only lacquer. 

Once you have defined your problem, select the right 
remedy and apply it. And if you doubt your ability—to 
rub down a finish with rottenstone, for instance—prac- 
tice first on a scrap board.

1. Mars that go through finish 
and into wood—deep scratches 
or bad cigarette burns—call for 
careful surgery. First scrape 
the mar clean, especially if the 
wood is burned or dirty. Pocket- 
knife is a good tool for the job

2. After scraping, rub lightly 
over the mar with a strip of 6/0 
or 7/0 sandpaper, to blend the 
area into the rest of the finish.

Give filler time 
to harden. Shallow mars can be 
filled with repeated coats of 
varnish, varnish stain, or thin

4. Finish filling the mar with 
stick shellac selected to match 
the wood's finish. Heat spatula 
or knife blade, melt off a bit 
of shellac with it, and press 
soft shellac into mar. When mar 
is filled, heat spatula, wipe it 
clean, and use it to level patch 


5. To be sure shellac patch is 
perfectly flush with the wood's 
surface, push a flat razor blade 
across the patch to trim off any 
excess. Or use a sharp chisel. 
Then sand patch very lightly 


6. To refinish a patched area, 
fold a lintless cloth and pour 
on a little varnish stain or clear 
varnish, depending on the fin- 
ish you are matching. On top 
of this, squirt ordinary lubri- 
cating oil. Rub goo into wood. 
It will enter the pores of bare 
wood, remain on top of finish 


7. For that perfect repair job, 
rub down the finished surface 
lightly. Use a felt pad dipped 
first in rubbing oil or water, 
then in a fine powdered abra- 
sive such as rottenstone. Rub 
with the grain, and don't over- 
do it; you want to smooth the 
finish, not cut down to wood 


8.A final cleanup with carbon 
tetrachloride removes all trace 
of oil and abrasive. Then the 
surface is ready for finishing 
coat of wax. Carbon tetra- 
chloride may also be used to 
remove wax at the beginning

Repairing minor mars 


Shallow scratches and hairline 
cracks can be removed by soft- 
ening finish and letting it run 
together. Clean surface, then 
flow on turpentine for varnish, 
denatured alcohol for shellac. 
After drying, rub area smooth. 
Use rottenstone for light cut, 
pumice if increased cutting is 
necessary. Then clean and wax 


Enamel scratch is best hidden 
with some of the original enam- 
el dripped in with a toothpick 
After the enamel dries, rub it 
down with rottenstone. Easier 
treatment is to fill the mar with 
wax crayon matching enamel 
color, followed by wax polish 


Surface scratch that doesn't dig 
into finish often can be hidden 
by rubbing with walnut meat 
or, in the case of mahogany, 
painting with iodine. Apply

Lacquer scratch is hidden the 
same way, using lacquer thin- 
ner as the solvent to soften up 
the surface.

Erase white rings by removing 
top layer of finish with a mild 
abrasive or solvent. Try rubbing 
with each of these, working 
down list until the ring disap- 
pears: cigarette ash and lemon 
juice; camphor and camphor- 
ated oil; linseed oil; turpen- 
tine; linseed oil and turpentine; 
linseed oil, turpentine, and rot- 
tenstone. You may have to re- 
store finish with varnish and oil 


Cracks can be filled by flowing 
in glue to prevent any further 
splitting. Apply glue with knife 
blade until it is almost level 
with the wood's surface. Finish 
filling crack with stick shellac, 
tub with rottenstone, and wax 


Loose veneer must be glued 
back down. Remove finish from 
area and steam veneer with iron 
and wet cloth to make it pli- 
able. Scrape out old glue with 
sandpaper. Work new glue in 
with a@ spatula or wire. Cover 
surface with newspaper and pile 
books on it until glue sets.

Dents can sometimes be raised 
without removing finish.

How to make a 
slipcover 


By Mary Brooks Picken 


1 your furniture is old or new, you'll find 
slipcovers can pay big dividends. They will pay by 
making worn furniture look fresh, new. Or by keeping 
new furniture bright and clean. 

Slipcovers are an inexpensive way to redecorate. 
Use them to bring pleasing color variety and seasonal

To measure for a slipcover. Meas- 
ure from floor in back up over the 
chair, down front to seat, across 
seat and to floor. You'll need this 
amount of material, plus more for 
a flounce, for one small chair 
without cushion. If you want a 
gathered or pleated flounce, allow 
2 yards extra. If design must be 
placed or matched, buy additional 
material. 

The chair above measures ap- 
proximately 24 yards over all. To 
cover it, you need 244 yards (chair 
measure), 2 yards for flouncing, 
plus 4 yard for matching design 
on seat and back and front of back, 
or a total of 5 yards. You need 3 
times as much flouncing for a 
pleated flounce as chair measures 
around outside bottom of seat. 
Chair shown was covered with 
36-inch cotton print. 


To measure for couch. Measure 
from floor up back, down front 
across seat, and down to floor in 
front. Multiply this by as many 
sections as are in couch—usually 
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technique of making slip- 
no more difficult to make 
directions below. 


three. Measure cushion width and 
length, and allow twice as much 
for each cushion to make top and 
bottom. Measure cushion thick- 
ness and add 1'% inches for the 
seam. You'll need a strip this width 
to go around all four sides of the 
cushion. 

Work these measurements out 
with paper and pencil. You’ll need 
12 yards for average 3-cushion 
couch—13 yards if design is to be 
matched; 5 yards for a small or 
medium chair; 6 for medium- 
large; 7 to 8 for a large, over- 
stuffed-type chair. 

These amounts apply even 
though fabric is labeled 50 inches. 
If you use 50-inch fabric, you can 
save as much as 2 yards on a couch 
by using pieces cut from sides of 
each width and piecing these for 
flounce; or, if there is no design to 
match, by piecing carefully on 
back. 


Fitting and cutting. Measure 
and tear off a length of the fabric 2 
inches longer than the front of the

back of your chair, centering your 
design. Measure seat from back to 
front all the way down, allow 3 
extra inches, and center design. 
Do the inside arms next. Often 
one outside arm and one inside 
arm can be cut from one width, as 
outside is usually narrower than 
inside. Allow 2 inches extra when 
cutting these lengths. Measure 
back of chair. Center design in 
back and allow fabric to come 
around to meet side pieces. 


Place fabric on chair. Lay each 
piece in its respective position, 
right side of fabric toward chair. 
Pin seams, starting at center top of 
chair. Work down sides to arm. As 
you round the inside back curve, 
lay fullness in tiny pleats. Place 
pins in pleats to point toward seam, 
as in A. Place inside and outside 
arm pieces. Then make front join- 
ing on outside corner of arm, as at 
B. Notice how fullness is laid in 
tiny, flat, fan pleats, as at C. Bring 
seams together; pin as in D. Place 
pins lengthwise to each seam and 
2 to 3 inches apart. Face points of 
pins the same way so you can re- 
move them easily when you stitch.

Stitch the cover a generous ! inch 
outside pin lines so cover will not 
be too tight. Clip all seams, espe- 
cially on curves, as at E. Trim 
away all surplus to within ¥% inch 
of stitching line. 

Pin inside seam of seat to arm 
pieces and back piege all the way 
around. When you stitch this in- 
side edge, make a %4-inch seam 
and leave any extra length to tuck 
in at sides and back of chair. 


To add cording or piping: Re- 
move pinned cover. Make or buy 
bias-covered cording. Measure all 
seams and have at least '4 yard or 
more cording than seams measure, 
so you can ease cording in seams. 
Never put cording in tight. 

With a tracing wheel, trace 
through two thicknesses of fabric 
on each seam line 4 inch outside 
pin lines. Trace carefully and ac- 
curately, so you can unpin the 
pieces. Baste cording over one 
tracing line, then pin and baste 
joining seams of cover to place 
over cording. Make each line and 
each corner come out square and 
exactly even. 


To make a flounce. You can pleat 
or gather a flounce. Seam lengths 
together. Clip all seams and press 
them open. Clip selvages inside 
hem and clip corners off at hem 
turn and at top, as shown at F. 
Pleat or gather flounce and join it 
to the cover in a seam deep enough 
to have flounce clear floor by at 
least 44 inch. Begin pinning 
flounce on at one side of back seam 
of slipcover, so you can make an 
opening. 


Place zipper. When all seams are 
stitched and flounce is ready, stitch 
flounce to cover. Leave place for 
zipper in one back seam. You'll 
need a zipper long enough to come 
from 6 inches below top of arm to 
1 inch from floor. Open seam; pin 
zipper in place. Open zipper and 
remove slipcover carefully, so pins 
won’t loosen. Follow instructions 
given with zipper for basting and 
stitching it in position.

Concealing nails and screws 


To hide heads of nails and screws, set 
them below the surface. Here a hole is 
being drilled to form a recess for the 
head of a box nail. Finishing nails can 
be countersunk with a nail set. Easy 
way to hide head is to fill hole with 
plasticized wood, some water-mixed 
crack filler, or sawdust mixed with glue 


Glue the plug in place over the 
nail-or screwhead, letting it 
project enough to permit you 
to dress it down. Grain in plug 
should parallel that of other 
wood if you want it invisible 


Heads of finishing nails are 
easily hidden. Raise a chip of 
wood with a narrow chisel. 
Drive the nail into the hole, 
countersinking the head with a 
nail set. Then glue chip back 
down. Sanding conceals spot

Wood plug cut from matching wood, 
with grain running crosswise, hides 
nail- or screwheads completely. Clamp 
a plug cutter in a brace, make a ring- 
shaped cut in a scrap of wood, then 
chip out plug with chisel or screw- 
driver. You can buy plug cutters or 
make your own by notching tubing 


Tight-fitting plugs should be 
smoothed while the glue is still 
soft. That way, glue and saw- 
dust fill depressions where splin- 
ters have come loose. Use a flat 
mill file for preliminary dress- 
ing, fine sandpaper for finish- 
ing. You can slice dowels for 
decorative, contrasting plugs
